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PHILIPPINE TARIFF 
PASSED BY THE SENATE 


Nearly a Fight Between the Two 
Maryland Senators. 


Mr. Wellington Accuses Mr. McComas 
of Malicious Falsehood—Echoes of 
the Tillman-McLaurin Row. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—The Senate this 
evening, after an exciting all-day debate, 
in which there were echoes of the fight on 
Saturday between the two South Carolina 
Senators and indications of another out- 
break and personal encounter between the 
two Maryland Senators, passed the Philip- 
pine Tariff bill by a strict party vote—46 to 
26, Messrs. Tillman and McLaurin, the bel- 
ligerent members who are in contempt of 
the Senate, not being permitted to vote. 

Both of the South Carolina Senators were 
on the floor when the Senate was called to 
order. Mr. McLaurin came in first, and 
Mr, Tillman just as the Chaplain offered 
prayer. A small bunch of red roses and 
white carnations lay on Mr. Tillman’s desk. 

The question as to their right to vote pre- 
cipitated a sharp debate lasting nearly two 
hours. Mr. Turner (Dem., Washington,) 
contended vigorously for the right of the 
two Senators to cast their votes, and he 
was sustained by Mr. Patterson, (Col.,) Mr. 
Bailey, (Texas,) and other Democrats. They 
held that even though the two Senators 
actually were under arrest and in the cus- 
tody of the Sergeant at Arms they could 
demand that they be allowed to vote, as 
the Senate had not passed on their case. 

Mr. Foraker, Mr. Aldrich, and other Re- 
publicans held that the Senators clearly 
could not participate in any of the proceed- 
ings of the Senate until they had purged 
themselves of contempt and the Senate had 
removed the ban placed on them. The Pres- 
ident pro tem., Mr. Frye, held that the two 
Senators could not vote, and he was Sus- 
tained by a majority of the Senate. 

THE LIE AGAIN PASSED. 


During the debate on the Philippine bill 
Mr. McComas and Mr. Wellington of Mary- 
land became Involved in a controversy dur- 
ing the course of which the latter declared 
that if Mr. McComas should make his 
statements outside of the Senate Chamber 
he would brand them as a malicious false- 
hood. He was called to order promptly, 
and resumed his seat amid considerable 


excitement. 
Many amendments were offered to the 


Philippine bill, but except those offered by 
the committee, only one, an amendment 
restricting the operation of the sedition 
laws enacted by the Taft Commission, was 

assed. The amendment of Mr. Foraker 
ixing the rate of duties levied_upon prod- 
ucts coming into the United States from 
the Philippines at 50 per cent. of the Ding- 
ley rates, instead of 75 per cent., as fixed 
in the bill, was lost, but it received a large 
Republican vote. Had the Democrats voted 
for it as a party it would have carried, but 
many Democrats voted against it. 

When the vote was taken on the amend- 
ment of Mr. Patterson (Dem., Col.,) pro- 
viding foncine repeal of the sedition acts 
passed by the Philippine Commission, the 
name of Mra McLaurin was passed. Mr. 
Patterson asked why, but was drowned in 
a chorus from the Republican_side de- 
manding the “regular order.’’ .When the 
roll call was completed, Mr. Turner (Dem., 
Washington,) demanded to know why the 
mame of the senior Senator from South 
Carolina had not been called. 

“The names of both Senators from South 
Carolina,” replied Mr. Frye, the President 
pro tem., ‘‘ were omitted by the Clerk by 
direction of the Chair.” 

Then followed quite a long wrangle, Mr. 
Turner insisting on discussing the ques- 
tion of the right of the South Carolina 
Senators to vote, despite points of order 
that under unanimous consent agreement 
debate was in order on any subject. Mr. 
Frye in the chair, however, said that the 
matter of keeping to that agreement re- 
mained with the Senators, and also that 
he would not refuse to recognize a Senator 
who rose to a question of personal privi- 
lege. Mr. Turner insisted that the fact 
that a Senator had been declared to be in 
contempt did not deprive him of the right 
to vote. 

Mr. Foraker (Rep., Ohio,) said it would 
be contrary to common decency for a mem- 
ber of the body declared to be in contempt 
to attempt to participate in the proceed- 
ings. Mr. Mallory (Dem., Fla.,) insisted 
that the fact that the Senators were in 
contempt indicated that they had not yet 
been punished, and he maintained therefore 
that until the Senate passed upon the mat- 
ter the Senators were in the same status 
as any other Senators. 

At this point the guest of 
Prince Henry of Germany, 
into the Chamber to a seat by the side of 
President Pro Tem. Frye. As the Prince 
ascended the President’s platform the Sen- 
ate rose as a body and hearty applause 
swept over the floor and the thronged gal- 
leries. 

Mr. Bailey (Dem., Texas,) expressed the 
opinion that Senators could not be pre- 
vented from exercising their right to vote 
even though they were under actual arrest, 
While Mr. Bailey was speaking, Prince 
Henry, who had occupied his seat beside 
Senator Frye for twenty minutes, withdrew 
from the chamber, accompanied by his es- 
cort and amid applause from both the floor 
and the galleries. 

Proceeding, Mr. Bailey said that any 
Senator would have been likely under the 
same circumstances to do what the Sena- 
tors from South Carolina had done on 
Saturday, and he declared that he did not 
consider their offense so serious as the de- 
privation of a State of its representation 
on the floor of the Senate. 

Finally, the chair recognized Mr. Al- 
drich, and he made the point that as the 
Senate was proceeding under a unani- 
mous agreement to vote on the Philippine 
bill, no discussion was in order on any 
subject. He asked that this point be sub- 
mitted to the Senate, which was done, 
with the result that the discussion was 
declared out of order by a vote of 46 to 25 

Mr. Pritchard (Rep., N. C..) submitted 
the following letter, dated to-day and ad- 
dressed to himself. It was from Senator 
McLaurin, and was as follows: 


MR. McLAURIN’S CHALLENGE.

In 
event, I feel that I am entitled to a vindi- 
eation by the same body that makes inves- 
tigation in the proceedings for contempt. 
I herewith inclose the resolution.” 

Mr. Pritchard then offered a 
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mittee to investigate Mr. Tillman's charges. 
it was referred to that committee. 

{n the debate that followed on the Phil- 
ippine tariff bill. Mr. McComas (Md.) 
dcnied the charges of Mr. Wellington 
(Md.) that he (McComas) was infiuenced 
to vote for the treaty by promises of 
President McKinley. Mr. Wellington, 
replying to Mr. MeComas, said that uf Mr. 
McComas would repeat outside the Senate 
chamber what he had told the Senate in 
the speech he had just made, he (Welling- 
ton) would tell McComas that it was a 
cowardly and malicious falsehood. 

Mr. Hoar promptly called Mr. Welling- 
ton to order, and the President pro tem. 
as promptly directed Mr. Wellington to 
take his seat. Previous to this Mr. Wel- 
lington made a vigorous speech, reiterating 
Statements he had previously made &s to 
promises made by President McKinley, and 
denying statements made by Mr. McComas 
in his speech earlier in the day. 


AMENDMENTS TAKEN UP. 


The first of the amendments taken up 
was that offered by Mr. Teller, declaring 
that the Constitution and all laws of the 
United States which are not locally inap- 
plicable shall have the same force in the 
Philippine Archipelago as elsewhere in the 
United States. The amendment was voted 
down, 26 to 47. 

Mr. Hoar then offered an amendment 
providing that no person shall be convicted 


of treason in the Philippines by any tri- 
bunal, civil or military, except upon the 
testimony of two witnesses or of confession 
in open court. The amendment was agreed 
to unanimously. 

Mr. Hoar offered another amendment 
providing that there should be no punish- 
ment, by any tribunal of the United States, 
civil or military, of any person who should 
fail to give information of the treason of 
a mother, father, son, or daughter. This 
was also agreed to. 

Mr. Foraker (Ohio) offered an amendment 
providing that the rate of duties upon arti- 
cles coming into the Uniteed States from 
the Philippine Islands should be 50 per 
cent, of the Dingley rates, instead of 75 per 
cent. It was rejected, 29 to 43. Upon this 
vote party lines were abandoned, the roll 
call being:

Mr. Teller (Col.) offered an amendment 
providing in brief that the United States 
did not intend permanently to annex the 
Philippines, but to establish a Government 
in the islands suitable to their inhabitants; 
that the United States had no parece? to 
deprive the Filipinos of their liberties or 
to subjugate them, but to secure to them 
the blessings of a free Government of their 
own choice, and protection against inter- 
ference from any foreign power. The 
amendment was rejected, 20 to 44. Mr. 
Rawlins (Dem., Utah,) then offered the 
substitute of the minority for the entire 
bill. It was rejected, 25 to 46, 

Mr. Vest (Dem., Mo.,) offered as an 
amendment a declaration that the bill 
should not mean that the Filipinos should 
ever be incorporated into citizenship of the 
United States or the islands permanently 
be held as an integral part of this country. 
The amendment was rejected, 24 to 43. 

Mr. Turner renewed his request that the 
protest of Mr. Tillman against not being 
allowed to vote should be spread upon the 
records and be ee. in The Congres- 
sional Record. je did not ask for unani- 
mourg consent for its publication, he said, 
but demanded it as a constitutional right. 
Mr. Platt (Conn.) objected, and further dis- 
cussion of the subject was cut off by the 
Senate’s going into executive session. 

As passed the measure provides that ar- 
ticles imported into the Philippine archi- 
pelago from the United States shall be re- 
quired to pay the duties levied against 
them by the Philippine Commission, and 
paid upon like articles imported into the 
archipelago from foreign countries; that 
articles imported into the United States 
from the Philippines shall pay a duty of 75 
per cent. of the rates fixed by the Ding- 
ley law, less any export taxes paid upon 
the articles sent from the Philippine archi- 
pelago as required by the Philippine Com- 
mission. All articles now imported free 
into the United States shall be hereafter 
exempt from export duties imposed in the 
Philippines. 

The bill exempts the commerce passing 
between the United States and the Philip- 
— from the operation of the navigation 
aws of the United States until Jan. 1, 
1904, and authorizes the Philippine Commis- 
sion to issue licenses te craft now engaged 
in lighterage or exclusively harbor busi- 
ness, provided such craft are built in the 
United States or in the Philippines and 
owned by citizens of the United States or 
by inhabitants of the Philippine Islands. 
The duties and taxes collected in pursuance 
of this act shall be paid into the Treasury 
of the Philippine Islands and used for their 
benefit. 

All articlés manufactured in bonded man- 
ufacturing warehouses of imported mate- 
rials, or of matérials subject to internal rey- 
enue tax, when shipped from the United 
States to the Philippines, shall be exempt 
from the internal revenue tax, and ail 
taxes paid upon such articles shipped to 
the Philippines since Nov. 15, 1901, shall be 
refunded. 


PIGEON SHOOTING DOOMED. 


Slater-Bennett Bill Passed by an Over- 
whelming Vote in the Assembly.

Fitzpatrick. McInerney, and McKeown. 
The passing of the bill without debate 
came as a great surprise after the hard 
fight which was made against it in com- 
mittee. The explanation given by some of 
the members was that the opponents of the 
bill, realizing they had no chance to defeat 
it, decided to play a little joke upon Mr. 
Bennett by depriving him of the opportu- 
nity of making the speech which he had 
prepared.

he spoke. According to this informant the 
Committee on Fisheries and Game had de- 
cided to smother the measure, when a let- 
ter came from Senator Thomas C. Platt, 
saying that he wished no further delay in 
acting on the bill. As soon as it was learned 
that Senator Platt was interested in the 
passage of the bill the opposition collapsed. 

The bill will now go to the Governor, and 
very little doubt is entertained that he will 
give it his approval.

THE WHITE HOUSE DINNER! 


Prince Entertained in Great East 
Room by the President. 


REPRESENTATIVE MEN PRESENT 


President Toasted the German People 
and Prince Henry, Who Replied 
With Similar Toasts. 


24.—The dinner 
given to Prince Henry by President 
Roosevelt at the White House’ to- 
night closed the honors bestowed to-day 
on the royai visitor by official Washing- 
ton. The affair was on an claborate scale, 
and brought together a distinguished com- 
pany. It was an assemblage such as has 
rarely if ever before gathered in the White 
House. 

To accommodate the large numbcr of 
guests the dinner table was set in the Mast 
Room, the decorations of which were on 
the most magnificent scale ever attemptcd. 
An effective and new feature of the dec)- 
rations was the electric light illumina- 
tion. Several thousand little electric lights 
of all colors and arranged in fanciful de- 
signs supplemented the illumination trom 
the great chandeliers. They were hung in 
artistic shapes from the tops of the iarge 
tmiirrors, and gracefully intertwined with 
the smilax with which the mirrors were 
partly covered. A square canopy of them 
were hung over the centre of the room 
directly over the places occupied by the 
President, and the guest of honor, and 
those sitting directly opposite. In the 
mirrors and windows the electric light 
designs were of stars and anchors, emblem- 
atic of Princs Henry’s duties as a sailor. 

The general effect of the decorations on 
the dining room was pink and white. This 
was especially characteristic of the im- 
mense table, which was formed in the 
shape of a crescent. with the concave side 
toward the east, where President Roosevelt 
had his seat. Large plats of pale and pink 
primroses in beds of ferns were placed at 
short spaces, and between them were huge 
crystal vases with bunches of red and 
white roses. Pink-shaded candelabra com- 
pleted the decorations of the table. On 
some of the mantels there were large banks 
of pink and white azalias, with beds of 
ferns and other greens, and on others there 
was a profusion of many colored crotons, 
while from the ceiling hung folds of smilax 
and from the chandeliers were festooned 
ropes of the same material, caught between 
clusters of electric bulbs. 

Back of the seats occupied by the Presi- 
dent and the royal visitor were draped 
from the top of the window the German 
and American flags. Music was furnished 
by the Marine Band, which played a num- 
ber of German and American patriotic airs, 

Shortly before the clock struck 8 Prince 
Henry arrived with Admiral Evans, U. 8. 
N., in an open carriage. As they left the 
embassy a large crowd had given them a 
warm greeting, and they were accorded a 
hearty reception by the large number of 
people who had assembled around the porte 
eochere of the White House. 

The Prince repaired to the Red Room of 
the White House, where the guests assem- 
bled. The dinner was set for 8 o'clock and 
when that hour arrived the guests passed 
through the Blue Room, where the pres- 
entations were made, and thence to the 
East Room. President Roosevelt sat at 
the head of the table, with Prince Henry 
on his right. On his left was Lord Paunce- 
fote, the British Ambassador. On the 
right of Prince Henry was Count Cassini, 
the Russian Ambassador, while to the left 
of Lord Pauncefote was the Mexican Am- 
bassador. 

Opposite to the President sat Secretary 
Hay, while to his right was Dr, von Holle- 
ben, the German Ambassador, and to his 
left the French Ambassador. To the right 
of the German Ambassador was the Ital- 
ian Ambassador, and to the left of the 
French Ambassador was Chief Justice 
Fuller. 

The menus for the dinner were elaborate- 
ly arranged, consisting of three pages of 
heavy cardboard, bound together by rib- 
bons of red, white, and blue. The cover 
was decorated in colors, with the flags of 
the United States and Germany at the top. 
The American eagle and the imperial eagle 
were depicted at one side, while cuts of 
the White House and the Emperor’s new 
yacht Meteor were at the bottom. A pict- 
ure of the Hohenzollern was just under the 
flags at the top. lt was inscribed as fol- 
lows:

During the dinner the President proposed | 
the health of the German Emperor and the 
German people, saying: 

“We admire their great past and their 
great present, and we wish them all possi- 
ble success in the future. May the bonds 
of friendship between the two peoples ever 
grow stronger.” 

The President also proposed the health of 
our guest, Prince Henry of Prussia, in 
these words: 

“In the name of the American people I 
greet you and extend you our warmest wel- 
come and the assurance of our heartiest 
good-will.” 

Following the toast of the President to 
the German Emperor, Prince Henry arose 
and, addressing himself to the President, 
proposed a toast to him and to the people 
of the United States, accompanying it with 
an expression of good will and a hope for 
the continuation of friendly relations be- 
tween the German and American nations. 

Mrs. Roosevelt and Miss Roosevelt were 
not present at any portion of the even- 
ing’s festivities, the company being limited ! 
entirely to gentlemen. Just before the 
dinner there was brought to the White 
House a large oil portrait which was tak2n 
to the private portion of the house. It is 
supposed this was a present from the 
Prince to the President. 

After the dinner the guests repaired to 
the parlors, where for an hour or more 
they remained in social conversation. The 
Prince chatted freely with the company, 
many of whom he had met during the day. 
At 10:40 the party dispersed, the Prince 
leaving directly for the railroad station, 
where his special train awaited him. A 
troop of cavalry and a squadron of mount- 
ed and bicycle policemen acted as escort to 
the station and saw him safely aboard the 
train, which left at midnight for New York 
City. 

After reaching the station and just be- 
fore the train left Prince Henry gave ex- 
pression to his deep sense of appreciation 
of the splendid reception accorded him at 
the National capital. This was ‘done 
through the medium of an official very 
near to his Royal Highness, who was asked 
to secure from the Prince his impressions 
of the events of the day. This was com- 
municated to Prince Henry, who replied 
in terms of the warmest approval for the 
many evidences of official and popular good 
will he had received since his arrival. 

“Prince Henry was particularly im- 


pressed,”’ said the official, ‘‘ with the very 
Sympathetic reception he received from 
President Roosevelt and with the frank 
and open-hearted manner of the United 
States Chief Executive, which gave the 
most genuine assurance of sincerity and 
good-will. He was gratified, too, with the 
kind reception given him by the American 
ee as shown corms his drives to the 

Vhite House, to the embassy, and the Cap- 
itol. This was but another evidence of the 
friendly feeling of the American poopie 
which already he had observed during his 
stay in the city. I can assure you that it 
gives his highness genuine pleasure to have 
such a warm greeting awaiting him, and 
he reciprocates to the fullest extent every 
expression of good-will that has been 
given.”’ 

President Roosevelt and party left Wash- 
ington shortly before midnight for New 
York, where to-morrow he is to witness 
the launching of the yacht Meteor, built 
for the Emperor of Germany. Accompany- 
ing the President were Mrs. Roosevelt, Miss 
Alice Roosevelt, who is to christen the 
yacht; peavey. Root, Mrs. Root, Miss 

oot, Secretary Hitchcock, Commander and 
Mrs. Cowles, Senators Lodge and Spooner, 
Representative Littauer, Dr. Pickerell, As- 
sistant Secretary Loeb, Colin Studds, and a 
stenographer. The President’s train pulled 
out of the station a few minutes before that 
occupied by Prince Henry and his escort.

The trip up the avenue was a pretty rapid 
affair, The crowds which had waited for 


hours to see the Prince had hardly more } 


than glimpse of him. There was a sudden 
blare of bugles, a clattering of horses’ 
hoofs, and two troops of the Second Cav- 
alry raced into position, Then the car- 
riage containing the nation’s guests started 
from the Pennsylvania Railroad station, 
wheeled around the corner into the avenue, 
and were whirling off up the avenue with 
hardly a moment's delay. In two minutes 
the crowd was surging into the middle of 
the street and trudging after the escort 
up toward the White House. 

The decorations were few, and consisted 
mainly of American flags, Hardly any 
German flags were to be seen any where 
along the line. At the White House the 
Prince was received by the President in 
the Blue Room, and in the Red Room he 
made the acquaintance of Miss Alice 
Roosevelt, the young lady who will name 
his brother's yacht, the launching of which 
he has come across the ocean to see. 

The Prince spent only about half an hour 
in the White House, and was busy all 
the time meeting invited guests and saying 
nice things about America and the Ameri- 
cans. Then, accompanied by Admiral 
Kvans, who was with him throughout the 
day, he went to the German Embassy. 
Here he received the President’s return 
eall. The Chief Executive was back in 
the White House within twenty minutes 
after he Had left it. 

At the Embassy the Prince got his first 
taste of Washington enthusiasm. The 
crowds which had been waiting there for 
him cheered him to the echo, and kept on 
cheering as he alighted and went up into 
the building, and the Prince was kept 
busy bowing and smiling in acknowiledg- 
ment of the compliment. Here, after the 
President had left, he received the District 
Commissioners, and then the foreign dip- 
lomats. Afterward he calleed on the Am- 
bassadors, and then set forth for the Cap- 
itol. The rotunda entrance was kept ciear 
of people, except for photographers, one 
of whom was a big sailor from the Hohen- 
zollern. The other entrances were jammed 
with people, and the plaza was lined witn 
crowds. 


CAPITAL CROWDS CHEER PRINCE. 


Inside the Capitol were crowds, and the 
galleries were overflowing with people, 
many of whom had been there since 10 
o'clock in the morning. The first notifica- 
tion of the Prince’s arrival was a cheer 
from the North, which had hardly had 
time to die away before a big mounted 
policeman came galloping along, followed 
by the cavalry escort at a rapid trot. The 
nimble photographers on the rotunda steps 
had just time to unlimber their cameras, 
the troops just time to get in position, 
when the Prince’s carriage came dashing 
up, stopping at the foot of the steps. The 
Prince had been through a good deal, but 
looked as fresh as a daisy. 

He was laughing at a joke of Admiral 
Evans's as he got out of the carriage, and 
then he stopped and bowed to the cheer- 
ing thousands on the plaza and the steps. 
Evidently he’ would have liked to stop and 
take a look over the plaza, at the Con- 
gressional Library, at the crowds, and at 
the majestic sweep of space that stretches 
before the Capitol. This was evident be- 
cause a dozen times as he went up the 
great steps he turned his head and tried 
to look behind him. But he was one of a 
party, and he had to go as fast as the rest, 
and it is to be feared that the Prince did 
not have much of a chance to see these 
particular beauties of the Capital. 

In the rotunda a rope stretched across 
the big hall hemmed, in a horde of people, 
and there were more at every stage of his 
progress through the Capitol. They cheered 
and kept him bowing as he was hurried 
into the Speaker’s room, there to meet 
some of the principal members of Congress. 
He came in while Mr. Gilbert of Kentucky 
was talking, and the whole House inter- 
rupted that statesman to applaud and even 
cheer. The Prince had to wait for some 
time before he could sit down, for he re- 
mained standing and bowing until the ap- 
plause and cheers had subsided. 

Gen. Grosvenor, who had accompanied the 
Prince’s party pressed himself into service 
as an usher and pointed the Prince's party 
to their seats. Mr. Gilbert seized the op- 
portunity to wind up his speech with a few 
tributes to Germany, which wrung applause 
for him from the Republicans as well as 
from the Democrats. Then he was followed 
by Mr. Sims of Tennessee, who aroused 
laughter by vehemently declaiming: 

“TI want to call your attention to what 
this House done in the last four days.”

PRINCE’S DAY IN DETAIL. 


The Prince and suite, accompanied by the 
welcoming delegations from both the Presi- 
dent and the German Embassy, arrived 
on time this morning at 10:20 o’clock. The 
trip from Baltimore to Washington was 
without incident. In the outlying districts 
of Baltimore crowds gathered to watch the 
parting train, and at several points from

No 
were made until this city was 
The train, which consisted of the 
Columbia, Ohio, and Indiana, was 
guarded closely by the Secret Service men 
with the same care that will be exercised 
during the Prince’s stay on American soil. 

The Prince during the run from Balti- 
more to Washington talked freely with 
those about him they discussed the ; 
country and the details of his visit. He } 
told the President's delegates that he 
wished to clearly as possible the ; 
places through which he was to travel, ahd 
that there would be some interest on 
the part of the public in seeing him as well, 
he thought it would be best to use open 
carriages everywhere during the driving 
portion of the itinerary. The delegates told 
him they would arrange the matter. } 

Secretary of State Hay, Secretary of the 
Navy Long, Assistant Secretary of State 
Peirce, who had immediate charge of the | 
arrangements at the railway station, and } 
Count von Quadt and two other attachés 
from the German Embassy there awaited | 
the arrival of the train. They remained in 
an improvised reception room, the walls of 
which were heavily draped with intertwin- 
ing American and German flags. The 
mosphere was redolent with the fragrance 
of flowers. The Embassy officials were in 
full uniform. 

Outside for many blocks the streets were 
massed with those curious to see the Ger- 
man Prince, Intermingled with the crowd 
was a small army of Secret Service men, 
detectives, and policemen. Special precau- 
tions had been taken to insure the saiety 
of the Prince, and to keep the people from 
pressing too closely upon the party during 
its journey through the city. 

Major Sylvester, the Chief of Police, had 
250 of his uniformed men on special duty, 
and 125 of these were detailed at the sta- 
tion. Assisting the local detectives were a 
corps of detectives from a number of other 
cities, who watched for criminals and sus- 
picious persons from other points. There 
were men likewise watching for such char- 
acters at the hotels and elsewhere. Several] 
mounted policemen guarded the rear of the 
train shed. 

From the station to the White House the | 
same careful guard was maintained. There 
were thirty policemen spread over the first 
three blocks, half a hundred from there to 
within a block of the White House, and 
twoscore more in Pennsylvania Avenue im- 
mediately in front of the Executive grounds. 
These were reinforced by a large number 
in citizens’ clothes. At the White House 
a large detail of police assisted the regu- 
lar men in keeping the grounds free from 
the intrusion of unauthorized persons. 


SECRETARY HAY MEETS PRINCE. 


Just as the crowd which had been waiting | 
for hours began to move about restlessly 
and impatiently a bugle call by a cavalry- |} 
man announced the arrival of the train. 
It was halted just outside the station, the 
engine was detached, and the cars backed } 
to a position opposite the reception room, 
midway down the train shed. The wel-/ 
coming party passed quickly into the 
Prince's car and informally extended tu 
him the weleome of the city. 

The official greetings to the Prince, while 
formal, were characterized by simplicity. 
Secretary Hay, as the head of the Cabinet, 
was the first to extend greeting. He said to 
the Prince: 

“The President requests me, Sir, to give | 
you in his name, welcome to} 
Washington.” The bowed re- 
sponse. Secretary Long also addressed 
the visitor in nearly the same terms 
Secretary Hay, expressing his pleasure at 
the meeting. The Prince's response was a 
brief *‘ Thank you.” 

A few moments later the party emerged 
and started for the reception room. Com- 
mander Cowles, President Roosevelt's 
brother-in-law, and Adjt. Gen. Corbin were } 
the first to alight, and the Prince was not 
far behind them. Walking rapidly and} 
smiling to the group of officials, detectives, 
and newspaper men, through a double line 
of whom he passed, he crossed the carpeted 
station aisle and entered the reception 
room. There he remained ten minutes. 
The Prince wore the rich uniform of an 
Admiral of the Imperial German Navy, 
dark blue in color with white facings, and 
His left breast was 
covered with orders. The uniforms worn 
by his suite likewise were brilliant. The 
German Ambassador wore a diplomatic 
uniform, dark blue with gold embroidery. 
Count Quadt wore the uniform of a Knight 
of St. George, swallow-tail csat with 
white collar and cuffs, white trougers, and 
others of the Embassy were resplendent ; 
in gay colorings and trappings. 

Assistant Secretary Peirce and Chief 
Wilkie stood at the door while the Prince 
was waiting. Finally Prince Henry, ac- 
companied by Secretary Hay and Rear 
Admiral Evans, entered the last of the 
open carriages. The carriages of the others 
were drawn ‘up in line and the Prince’s 
carriage dashed at rapid speed to thej 
head of the column, behind a platoon of 
sixteen mounted policemen commanded by 
Acting Lieut. Matthews. A like squad 
under Sergt. Harry protected the rear.

A score of policemen, 
on foot, also marched alongside the car- 
riages on each side at intervals of six 
paces, in single file. 

it is only a short block from the Sixth 
Street station to Pennsylvania Avenue, 
and as the marching column swung around 
it they found that broad driveway from 
curb to curb cleared of people and vehi- 
cles as far as the eye could reach in @ 
westerly direction. Shortly before the 
scheduled hour of arrival all street car 
service along or across the line of march 
had been suspended, and only authorized 
persons were allowed within the lines. 
There were only a few of these. 

Banked along each side of the route, in 
addition to the police, were over fourteen 
hundred men of the District of Columbia 
Militia. They formed a double line of 
sentinels at intervals of four paces. They 
included the Engineer Corps, the First and 
Second Regiments, the Naval Battalion, 
the First Separate Battalion of negroes, 
a detachment from the Signal Corps, and 
the Ambulance Corps. The militiamen 
were commanded by Gen. George H. Har- 
who was posted with his staff and 
the brigade band opposite the east gate 
of the White House. Gen. Corbin, Ad- 
miral Evans, and the other officers of the 
American Army and Navy wore the un 
forms appropriate to their rank. 


AT THE WHITE HOUSE. 


It took but a few minutes to reach the 
White House, where special preparations 
had been made for the reception. All of 
the State apartments on the first floor 
had received much attention from the gov- 
ernment florists, and the three communi- 
eating parlors, the Blue Room, where the 
President and Prince met and exchanged 
their greetings; the Red Parlor, occupied 
by Mrs. and Miss Roosevelt, and the Green 
where there were assembled the 
members of the Cabinet and their iadies, 
the wife of Secretary Cortelyou, and @ 
few invited guests, were decorated beauti- 
fully. The great east room, to which the 
Prince’s suite, the German Ambassador 
and staff, the American officers, and other 
prominent guests, were conducted, also was 
decorated handsomely. In these State 
apartments, as elsewhere, unseemly display 
had been avoided carefully. 

Tt was 10:45 o’clock when the escorting 
cavalry column swung through the east 
gate and at a brisk pace passed up the 
broad driveway to the White House. Here 
at the word of command the column broke 
into single rank, facing the main entrance. 
Another command as the Prince’s carriage 
passed the gate, and with that snap and 
precision which has made the Second Reg- 
iment famous, every sabre flashed from 
its seabbard and came to the position of

A detachment of marines, headed by its 
famous band, had taken place at the right 
and left of the main entrance, facing north, 
The first carriage containing the Prince, 
Secretary Hay, and Rear Admiral E¥ans, 
drove up at a rapid pace, and, as it passed 
under the porte cochere, the Marine Band 
struck up the German National air, which 
was continued until all the company had 
left their carriages. 

At the carriage door the Prince was met by 
Assistant Secretary Peirce and the German 
Ambassador, who saluted and presented to 
him Major McCawley of the Marine Corps 
and Capt. Gilmore of the artillery, in dress 
uniforms, who saluted and then led the 
way into the mansion between two lines of 
marines with arms at salute. Walking on 
the left of the Prince was Secretary Hay, 
and following him came Admiral Evans, 
the German Ambassador, Gen. Corbin, and 
the members of the Prince’s suite. The 
party was conducted through the main 
lobby into the Red Parlor, thence into the 
East Room, and from there the Prince alone 
was conducted through the Green Room to 
the Blue Parlor, where the President, who 
wore a plain black frock coat, a black tie, 
and the turned-down collar habitual with 
him, was waiting. 

In conformity with diplomatic etiquette, 
the President received the royal visitor in 
private and without introduction. This was 
made necessary by the fact that there fs 
now in the United States no representative 
of the German nation of sufficiently high 
rank to present to the President a Prince 
of the blood royal, a brother and personal 
representative of the German Emperor. 

After the greetings had been extended 
and received the President led the Princes 
into the Red Parlor and introduced him to 
Mrs. Roosevelt and to his daughter, Miss- 
Alice. After a few words with them the 
royal visitor was conducted into the Green 
Room, and introduced to the members of the 
Cabinet and their ladies. After the cere- 
mony the following statement was madé 
by Assistant Secretary Peirce: 

“The conversation between the President 
and the Prince was purely formal, and Fig 
had no political significance further than ” 
that contained in the usual general expres- 
sions of international amity and good will.” 

The party then proceeded to the East a 
Room, where the members of the Prince’s 
suite were introduced to the President. The 
entire ceremony occupied just thirty min- 
utes, the party arriving at 10:45 and de- 
parting at 11:15 o'clock. On the party reap- 
pearing the Marine Band played ‘“ Hands 
Across the Sea,”’ and with a few sharp mil~ 
itary commands the drive to the German 
Embassy was begun. 


AT THE GERMAN EMBASSY. 


Prince Henry reached the German Ems 
bassy at about 11:20 o’clock, where im- 
mediately in front was stationed a bat- 
talion of engineers. As the party came 
into sight the engineers’ band played “My % 
Country, "Tis of Thee.” Over the Embassy’ 
floated the personal flag of the imperial’@ 
family of Germany, which never had been * 
seen in Washington before. It showed not: - 
only the colors of the German nation, but = 
also in the centre the imperial coat of 
arms. Along the front of the Embassy en- © 
trance were looped the German colors, in- 
tertwined with garlands of laurel and tall” 
green pine tops. Above the neighboring 
residence of Senators and eminent publi 
men floated the Stars and Stripes, Jug 
before the Embassy door stood a guard of 
honor of ten United States engineers, 
six feet tall. Prince Henry returned 
salute of the officer and then passed 1 
side. 

Once within the German Embassy 
Imperial Highness was at home, for. ip 
diplomatic usage this was the same as ti 
native soil of the Fatherland. The 
brief salutations now gave way to a 
erous German welcome. The Prince 
escorted up the main stairway to the 
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every hand the German colors gave a 
friendly Welcome to the imperial guest. Not 
only were the imperial colors here, but 
the flag of every German State waved a 
welcome. 

The Prince and his party laid aside their 
Wraps, and the confusion of arrival gave 
Way to the calm, dignity with which affairs 
about the Prince are conducted. The en- 
tire first floor of the Embassy had been 
Placed at the disposal of the Prince and 
his personal staff, and soon the drawing 
room, the Japanese room, the smoking 
foom, and the Ambassador's study had 
their groups of guests and officials, Prince 
Henry had as his private study the Japanese 
room. 

The main body of the Prince’s staff, after 
the call at the White House, proceeded to 
the new Willard Hotel, where quarters cov- 
ering the entire first floor were at their dis- 
posal. 

Tremendous cheering from the crowds at 
11:40 announced the coming of President 
Roosevelt to the Embassy to return the call 
of Prince Henry. The President drove in 
an open landau with Col. Bingham, his 
naval aide, Comman. r Cowles following in 
@carriage. The cheering was continuous as 
the President drove along, and he held his 
silk hat off his head much of the time in 
recognition of the repeated demonstrations. 


PRINCE GREETS PRESIDENT. 


As the President stepped out of the car- 
Yiage the German Ambassador was at the 
threshold to greet him. There was a mo- 
Mentary exchange of greeting, and then the 
President passed up the stairway to the 
drawing room, where Prince Henry was 
awaiting his coming. The Prince stepped 
forward and greeted the President most 
cordially, and there was an interchange of 
amenities. The President and Prince re- 
mained together for about ten minutes, be- 
ing left alone at first and later being joined 
by the Ambassador when their personal 
greetings were completed. There was no 
exchange formal addresses during the 
visit. which was strictly one of official etl- 
quette, although it gave opportunity for ex- 
pressions of mutual cordiality and good-wi 
between the two nations.

PRINCE VISITS THE CAPITOL. 


The visit of Prince Henry and his suite 
to the Capitol this afternoon must have 
been ‘a gratifying and pleasing experience 
to the royal visitor, on account of the warm 
and flattering reception he received at both 
the House and Senate, and of the oppor- 
tunity it afforded for meeting personally 
the leaders of both houses. 

The Prince not only saw the houses of 
the American Parliament at work, but in 
the Senate he witnessed one of those rare 
and intensely dramatic moments which 
come in that body occasionally at the con- 
clusion of a great debate. The Prince and 
his party, in carriages, escorted by a troop 
of cavalry and flanked on either side by a 
bicycle platoon of police, arrived at the 


| eastern entrance of the Capitol at 4 o'clock, 


exactly on schedule time. 

Prince Henry no longer wore the brilliant 
uniform and plumed chapeau in which he 
had appeared earlier in the day. He was 
attired in the simple dark blue fatigue uni- 
form of the German Admiral, and wore the 
flat German naval cap of his rank, The 
members of his suite wore fatigue uniform, 
and the German Ambassador had ex- 
changed his court dress for a conventional 
frock suit. In the matter of gold lace and 
braid, Gen Corbin and Admiral Evans, 
still in the splendor of full dress uniforms, 
far outshone the Prince and his staff. 

The party was met at the great bronze 
doors leading into the rotunda by a com- 
mittee from the House, consisting of Mr. 
Hitt of Lilinois, Mr. Dinsmore of Arkansas, 
and Gen. Grosvenor of Ohio, Chairman of 
the committee having the arrangements for 
the Prince’s reception in charge. Brief cor- 
dial greetings having been extended. the 
Prince and his party, under the protection 
half hundred police, were convoyed 
through solid walls of people packed in the 
rotunda and statuary hall to the room of 
Speaker Henderson in the rear of the House 
lobby. Here the Speaker, who was await- 
ing him, greeted the Prince with a warm 
handshake as Mr. Hitt presented “his 
Royal Highness.”’ 

Gen. Henderson invited the Prince to be 
seated, while the German Ambassador made 
the other introductions, then in a few 
words formally welcomed him. 

‘“Your Royal Highness,’ he said, turn- 
ing to the Prince, who instantly arose, “it 
gives me very sincere pleasure on the be- 
half of the United States House of Repre- 
sentatives to greet you with a cordial and 
heartfelt welcome, and it gives me all the 
greater pleasure as you come representing 
in an eminent degree that friendly feeling 
which exists between your nation and ours, 
and representing also the cordial feeling 
of the illustrious head of the German Em- 
pire. When you are ready to go from here 
we have made suitable provision for your 
accommodation in the gallery, so that you 
can see the House of Representatives in 
session. When you have remained there a 
length of time agreeable to you a commit- 
tee consisting of Mr. Hitt, Chairman of the 
Committee of Foreign Affairs; Mr. Dins- 
more, also of that committee, and Gen. 
Grosvenor, Chairman of the Committee on 
Arrangements, will consult your pleasure 
as to what further may be gratifying to 
you while at this end of the Capitol” 

The Prince thanked the Speaker for his 
courtesy, and without, further ceremony 
the party proceeded to the gallery of the 
House, walking up the marble stairs in- 
stead of using the elevator. An impressive 
sight met the gaze of the Prince as he 
reached the threshold. The surrounding 
galleries were crowded to the doors, and 
below on the floor in the long concentric 
circles of the vast hall the members sat 
at their desks. His appearance at the door 
of the gallerv caused an enthusiastic dem- 
onstration. The Prince paused, smiled, and 
acknowledged the greetings with a slight 
bow. Then, advancing with the German 
Ambassador and Mr. Hitt on either side, 
he descended to the place reserved for him 
in the front row of the gallery. 

The party remained about ten min- 
utes in the gallery and then descended 
to the Ways and Means Committee room, 
where a reception was to be held. The 
demonstration as the Prince left the gal- 
lery was even more enthusiastic than 
when he entered. The House at once ad- 
journed to afford the members an oppor- 
tunity to meet the royal visitor personally. 
The reception was very informal, The 
members formed a line and were presented 
by Mr. Hitt. 


PRINCE VISITS THE SENATE. 


Just the reception, which lasted 
searcely more than ten minutes, was con- 
cluded, the Senate committee, consisting 
of Senators Cullom of Tilinois, Lodge of 
Massachusetts, and Morgan of Alabama, 
appeared, and after being presented, es- 
corted the Prince and his party to the Sen- 
ate. In crossing to the other end of the 
Capitol, the Prince was interested in every- 
thing, remarking upon the polished marble 
columns in Statuary Hall, the great his- 
toric paintings in the rotunda, and the fres- 
coes in the corridors. Through the marble 
room in the rear of the Senate he was es- 
corted to the richly gilded chamber of the 
Vice President. and there Senator Frye of 
Maine, the President pro tem. of the Sen- 
ate, greeted him and the members of his 
suite. No formal remarks were made on 
either side. 

The members of the Prince's party were 
escorted by Gen. Corbin to the diplomatic 
gallerv, but Prince Henry and Ambassador 
von Holleben were ushered directly into 
the Senate Chamber. The Prince’s_ first 
view of the Senate of the United States 
hardly could have been more dramatic wnd 
thrilling. The chamber was brilliantly il- 
luminated from above. the overhanging 
galleries were thronged to suffocation, 
every Senator was in his seat. the sides 
of the chember were fringed with Repre- 
sentatives drawn thither by news of the 
fierce conflict that was raging. and on the 
floor the youthful Senator from Texas, Mr. 
Bailey. was hotly engaged with several 
cf the elder leaders gn the Republican side 
over the right of the two Senators from 
Seuth Carolina, who are in contempt of 
the Senate. to vote on the Philippine bill. 

Senator Frye, with the Prince at his side, 
mounted the rostrum and invited him to be 
seated. The Senators on the floor and 
spectators in the galleries arose at his ap- 
pearance. He took a seat beside the Presi- 
dent pro tem., and Senator Frye resumed 
the gavel, which he had yielded to Senator 
Hoar. and the debate proceeded, With

Mr. Peirce passed everything in line with 
great rapidity, indeed the pole of his car- 
riage swept perilously close to the ‘un- 
conscious head of Secretary Hay, who sat 


beside the Prince, and did not at the mo- 
ment realize that Mr. Peirce was in danger 
of his life. Fortunately an avenue had 
been cleared of other vehicles by the police 
and District Militia, who lined up as sen- 
tinels along the route. 
t Fourteenth Street a man sprang for- 
ward, caught at the reins on one side and 
was promptly knocked down and run over. 
On Fifteenth Street one of a number of 
mounted policemen caught the bridle of 
one of the horses, but with the horse was 
bowled over. At the gate of the White 
House where the team would have en- 
tered in any case, two negroes sprang 
forward and seized the horses’ heads. 
They were dragged some distance, but 
Pluckily hung on, and the crowd closing 
around the team was pulled up at the 
White House gate. Through it all Mr. 
Peirce had sat unmoved. He realized his 
danger, but knew nothing could be done by 
m and sank back in the seat to the end of 
the ride, when he stepped down cooler than 
any of the spectators. Mr. ‘Peirce made 
inquiries and was gratified to learn that 
none of the people who had endeavored to 
aid him had been seriously injured. 


SATISFACTION IN BERLIN. 


Cordial Welcome to the Prince Causes

BERLIN, Feb. 24.—The narratives of the 
reception of Prince Henry at New York 
take up from one to two pages in to-day’s 
issues of the principal German newspapers.

KRONPRINZ WILHELM’S FETE. 


Mr. Schwab’s Dinner—Mayors Low and 
Lankering Among His Guests. 
The imperial yacht Hohenzollern last 
night had a quiet and deserted look about 
her. None of the numerous electric lights 
which were strung around her graceful 
curves were burning, and but few lights 
were to be seen aboard of her. 
Large crowds of people gathered around 


the decorated pier, but the yacht in its 
darkened condition excited very little at- 
tention, because of the electrical display 
on the Kronprinz Wilhelm, which is berthed 
on the opposite side of the pier. 

The big liner presented a very attractive 
appearance, with rows of electric lights 
around her guard rails. and completely en- 
circling her. Rows of lights were strung 
from the bowsprit to the top of the main- 
mast, and from the sides to the top of the 
other two masts, while rows of lights 
burned brightly along the sides of the four 
big funnels.

THE CITY'S WELCOME. 

For the people of the City of New York 
to-day and to-morrow will be the two gala 
days during the visit of Prince Henry to 
the United States. By public proclamation 
of the Mayor the city will be decked with 
American flags to-day, and the formal 
ceremony will surpass any official recep- 
tion New York has given to a titled for- 
eigner in its history. For the first time the 
freedom of the city will be bestowed upon 
a European of royal rank. 

The last to receive this freedom was 
Marquis de Lafayette in 1824. Since then 
various Princes have received courtesies 
in this city, but the word “ freedom” has 
never been used in any resolutions adopted 
by the Common Council or Board of Alder- 
men. Others who have been received by 
the city with less formality were the Prince 
of Wales (now Edward VII.) in 1860; the 
Grand Duke Alexis in 1871, and the Duke 
of Veragua and Princess Eulalie in 1898, 


The Prince of Wales was received without 
any ceremony, while the Duke of Veragua 
and Princess Eulalie received the “ hos- 
pitality of the city.” 

The Mayor’s proclamation is as follows: 


To the People of the City of New York: On 
the morning of to-morrow, Feb. 25, the yacht 
of the German Emperor is to be launched at 
Shooter Island, and to be christened the Meteor 
by the daughter of our President. 

In the afternoon of the same day the free- 
dom of the city is to bé conferred upon his 
Royal Highness, Prince Henry of Prussia, at 
the City Hall. 

In view of these interesting events, I call upon 
the citizens to treat the day as a gala day, by 
displaying the National Flag from houses and 
stores. 

Given under my hand and official seal, at the 
City of New York, this 24th day of February, in 
the year of our Lord 1902.

Prince Henry and his suite are expected 
to arrive at the Pennsylvania Railroad sta- 
tion, Jersey City, at 8 o'clock this morning, 
on their return from the visit of the Prince 
to the President at Washington. President 
Roosevelt and his party, which includes 
his daughter, Miss Alice Roosevelt; will 
come from Washington on the same train. 
Together the President and the Prince will 
go directly from Jersev City to Shooter 
Island to watch the new yacht Meteor 
slide from her ways into the waters off the 
north shore of Staten Island, 

Admission to Shooter Island will be only 
by special permit to-day, and of the in- 
vited guests there will be room for only 
about 200 upon the stand built at the bow 
of the yacht. The island lies in the lower 
end of Newark Bay, where the Kill Von 
Kull meets it, and is only a few hundred 
yards from Staten Island, along the shore 
of whieh there ts room for several thousand 
persons to view the ceremony. The Meteor 
will be launched from the south shore of 
Shooter Island, and will be headed stern 
foremost toward Staten Island. 

Probably the best point outside of Shoot- 
er’s Island to watch the Emperor’s yacht 
take the water is at the foot of Van Pelt 
Avenue, Mariners’ Harbor, Staten Island. 
A view can also be had at Arlington, Staten 
Island. To get to Mariners’ Harbor take 
the ferryboat from South Ferry to St. 
George, Staten Island, and then go along 
the north shore by either train or trolley. 
In anticipation of great crowds, storekeep- 
ers along the Staten Island shore have laid 
in a large stock of American and German 
flags and Prince Henry buttons and other 
holiday souvenirs. 

Two thousand persons have been invited 
by the Townsend-Downey Shipbuilding 
Company to witness the launching cere- 
mony. The list of invited guests includes 
ex-President Cleveland, Admiral Dewey, 
Gov. Murphy of New Jersey, Senator Thom- 
as C. Platt, Secretary of the Navy Long, 
and Mayor Low.

The officers of the 
Hohenzollern will go down to _ Shooter 
Island on board a North German Lloyd tug. 

With little delay the President and the 
Prince will leave Shooter Island and go 
up the bay past Governors Island, where 
they will be saluted by the battery, and on 
into the North River to the Hohenzollern, 
where the Prince will entertain President 
Roosevelt at luncheon, after which the 
President is expected to return to Wash- 
ington. 

Boarding a tug with his suite, Prince 
Henry will go to the Battery and disem- 
bark at 3:30 o'clock. He will be met there 
by Squadron A and Troop C, and under 
their escort will go up Broadway to the 
City Hall. 

In the rotunda of the City Hall are fes- 
toons of American flags set off by German 
colors, and the winding stairway to the 
Governors’ Room, where the Mayor will 
await Prince Henry, is gayly decorated. In 
the Aldermanic Chamber, where the Prince 
will receive the freedom of the city, the 
decorations are simple. Flags have been 
draped about the President's desk and 
along the front row of the Aidermen’s 
uesks, while back of the President's desk 
hangs a large German imperial standard. 

As the Prince approaches the City Hall it 
is not likely that he wiil see a German fiag 
displayed from the cupola flagstaff. The 
city officials discussed the question, but al 
4 o'clock yesterday had reached no decision 
to do so, and the Mayor in his proclamation 
did not make the required announcement. 
The State law to prevent the display of 
foreign flags on public buildings reads as 
follows: 

It shall not be lawful to display the flag or 
emblem of any foreign country upon any State, 
county, or municipal building; provided, how- 
ever, whenever any foreigner shall become the 
guest of the United States, the State, or any 
city, upon proclamation by the Governor, or 
Mayor of such city, the flag of the country of 
which such public guest shall be a citizen may 
be displayed upon such public buildings, 

Prince Henry will leave the City Hall 
with his military escort and will go up 
through Broadway, Waverley Place, and 
Fifth Avenue to Thirty-fourth Street, and 
then to the Hohenzollern’s pier. All along 
this route. there will be a chance for the 
people of the city to see the brother of the 
German Emperor. Again he will cross 
Thirty-fourth Street and go up Fifth Ave- 
nue to dine with the Mayor at 6:30 P. M. 
in the home of the Metropolitan Club, at 
the corner of Fifth Avenue and Sixtieth 
Street, on the plaza at the entrance to 
Central Park. When this dinner is over 
the Prince will be escorted through the 
streets again to the Metropolitan Opera 
House, at Broadway and Thirty-ninth 
Street, where he will attend the gala opera 
performance.

The Prince is reported to have especially 
asked for a number of nego airs, and there- 
tcre these numbers appear. 

For the gala perfortcarce at the Opera 
House the doors will be opened at 7 o'clock 
and the opera wtll begin at 8 o'clock sharp. 
The management requests that all per- 
sons who attend be present by the time 
Prince Henry arrives und that no one leave 
before the royal party retires. During the 
intermissions the orchestra, under Mr. 
Franko’s direction, will play a medley of 
German war songs and Victor Herbert's 
“American Fantasie.” 

The work of decorating the Opera House 
began immediately after last night’s per- 
formance. The front of the house will be 
brilliantly illuminated, and the interior 
elaborately decorated. The Empire Thea- 
tre, just opposite, has also been decorated 
for the occasion. 

In the neighborhood of 2,000 policemen in 
uniform and citizens’ clothing will be in 
active service at an early hour this morn- 
ing to look after the comfort and safety of 
President Roosevelt, Prince Henry, and 
other distinguished guests of the city. 

Nine hundred unitormed men will! line 
Broadway and adjacent streets, from the 
Battery to West Thirty-fourth Street. Of 
these 450 will be stationed under command 
of Inspector Cross from the Battery up 
Broadway, in and around City Hall Park, 
up Broadway to Waverley Place. From 
there Inspector Harley will have charge 
of an equal number along Waverley Place 
to Fift Avenue, up to Thirty-fourth 
Street, and west to the Hohenzollern, at 
the foot of the street. 

Down on Staten Island, in Mariner’s Har- 
bor‘and facing ‘Shooter Island, there will 
be 250 men, under Inspector Brooks, who 
will also have charge of an equal number 
stationed on Shooter Island facing Staten 
Island. He will have there twenty rounds- 
men and twenty Sergeants. 

Three tugboats will cruise around the 
island under command of Capts. Martens, 
O’Brien, and Halpin, with a dozen men 
each, Capt. Smith will be on the police 
boat with a number of men, and Capts. 
Cooney, Haughey, and Walsh will be on 
Staten Island under Inspector Brooks. 
Temporary lice headquarters will be at 
the sub-station in New Brighton. 

A detail of ten picked men, under Sergt. 
Fitzgerald, will go to Jersey City this 
morning to meet President Roosevelt and 
his party when they reach Jersey City. 
With Prince Henry there will be the regu- 
lar detail from Capt. Titus, and aside from 
these men over a hundred detectives in 
plain clothes circulating through the 
crowds. Other small details scattered 
about will bring the number of men on 
duty up to about two thousand. 


Prayed for Prince Henry. 
ALBANY, N. ¥., Feb, 24.—In the Senate 
to-night the Rev. E. P. Stevens offered 
prayer, in which he asked the Almighty 


to watch over and protect Prince Henry of 
Prussia during his visit in the United 
States, and that his stay here should re- 
sult in international harmony and more 
kindly feeling among nations. 


ASSAY OFFICES WRECKED. 


Six Dynamite Explosions, Caused by 
Unknown. Persons, Spread Terror in 
Colorado Mining Towns. 
VICTOR, Col, Feb. 24.—Cripple Creek 
is in a state of terror owing to a precon- 
certed attack upon all the leading assay 
offices doing business in the district, begin- 
ning at 3 o’clock this morning and following 
in rapid succession six explosions wrecked 
as many assay offices in the centers, rang- 
ing from Victor to Cripple Creek, and up 

to Gold Field. 


In every instance the object sought by | 


the incendiaries was accomplished by the 
destruction of the office with their equip- 
ment of delicate balances. The raiders did 
not hesitate te endanger life, as all but 
one of the buildings were also occupied by 
sleeping families. As it was, men, women, 
and children were hurled out of their beds 
by the shocks, and serious injuries inflicted, 

In this city the Davenport office was 
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wrecked by two explosions, 
loss of fully $1,200. Almost at the same 
time the assay offices of Vanderwalker, 
Morgan & Williams were treated likewise. 
The loss was approximately as large as at 


Davenport. One man, a miner, was severely | 


injured in the explosion at Williams’ office. 
He was passing at the moment of the ex- 
plosion. Flying débris struck him in the 
face, and his injury may result in total 
blindness. 

In Cripple Creek Benjamin’s assay office, 
north of the Florence and Cripple Creek 
Station, was blown up. In the town of 
Goldfield, about a mile and a half north, 
almost simultaneously, Boyce’s office and 
another assay establishment were wrecked. 
Mrs. Boyce was blown out of bed, but es- 
eaped without fatal mjuries. In this city 
the powder was placed under the building. 
Sheriff Robertson has called out his depu- 
ties and is taking all the means to discover 
if possible the perpetrators of the crimes.

FUNERAL HORSES KILLED 
AND MOURNERS SHOCKED. 


Havoc and Death Wrought by Electric 
Wire as a Procession Goes to 
a Child’s Grave. 

Three were instantly killed and 
half a dozen more made frantic by électric 
shocks, totally demoralizing a funeral on 
the way to Holy Cross Cemetery, in the 
Flatbush section of Brooklyn, yesterday 
Several persons were shocked, 
too, but none seriously enough to need a 
physician’s attention. The cause of it all 
was a grounded telephone wire, which had 
in some way established connection with a 


horsese 


The funeral was that of Mary Cox; a 
child, whose parents live at 425 Evergreen 
Avenue. The wire worked its havoc at 
Canarsie Avenue and Lenox Road. The 
first trouble came when one of the coaches 
near the hearse reached the wire. The 
team of horses drawing it pitched forward 
simultaneously. Both had been instantly 
killed. Their weight pulled the coach out 
of the way as they fell, and one of the 
horses of the coach immediately following 
it instantly shared their fate. 

The trightered animals of the rest of the 
procession bolted this way and that, neigh- 
ing and screaming in terror, and the deadiy 
wire twisted and turned in all directions 
&mong them. Those in the coaches began 
to cry out with pain and fear as they, too, 
felt the current mildly. Charles McCann, 
seventeen years old, a son of Thomas Mc- 
973 De Kalb Avenue, the under- 
taker, was sitting on the box of the héafse: 
and received probably the severest shock. 

So terrified were the mourners that many 
of them left the carriages and walked on 
ahead to the grave, which was about a 
mile from the scene of the killing of the 
horses. The first team killed belonged to 
John Noon, a liveryman at 14 Bergen 
Street, and the single horse that was 
destroyed was the property of F. N. Fatr- 
child, who is in the same business at 174 
South Portland Avenue. 


PRIEST ATTACKS THE POLICE. 


Father Belford of Williamsburg De- 
clares that Members of Force Are 
Enemies of Virtue and Morality.

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NO JURISDICTION IN 
RAILWAY MERGER SUIT 


U. S. Supreme Court So Decides in 
the Minnesota Application. 








Denies Right of State to File a Bill of 
Compiaint Against the Northern 
Securities Company. 





WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—The -United 
States Supreme Court to-day delivered its 
opinion in the case of Minnesota versus the 
Northern Securities Company in the appli- 
cation of the State to file a bill of complaint 
in that court. The opinion was read by Jus- 
tice Shiras, and the motion for leave to file 
the bill was denied, on the ground that this 
court is without jurisdiction. 

This is the case in which the State of 
Minnesota made an effort to secure the in- 
tervention of the Supreme Court to prevent 
the merging of the Northern Pacific and 
Great Northern Companies by injunction. 
Justice Shiras summed up the judgment of 


the court as follows: 

“As the Great Northern and Northern 
Pacific Railway Companies are indispensa- 
ble parties without whose presence the 
court, acting as a court of equity, cannot 
proceed, and our Constitutional jurisdic- 
tion would not extend to the case if these 
companies were made parties defendant, 
the motion for leave to file the proposed 
bill must be and is denied.” 

The opinion is a voluminous one, but the 
greater part of it is a review of the his- 
tory of the case. Summarizing the charge 
and the relief sought, Justice »niras sala, 

“The case presented by the charges and 
prayecs of the bill is that the State of 

innesota is apprehensive that a majority 
of ‘the stdéckholders, respectively, of the 
Great Northern Railway and of the North- 
ern Pacific Railroad Company have com- 
bined and m&de an arrangement through 
the: organization .of a corporation of the 
State of New Jersey, whereby such con- 
solidation, or what is alleged to amount to 
thé.same thing, a joint control and man- 
agement of the Great Northern and North- 
ern Pacific Railway Companies, shall be 
effected as will operate-to defeat and over- 
rule the policy ot the State in_prohibiting 
the. consolidation of parallel and competing 
linés of railway, and therefore appeals to 
a court of. equity to prevent by injunction 
the operation, and effect of such a com- 
bination and arrangement.”’ 


RIGHTS OF STOCKHOLDERS. 


He then stated that the question to be 
determined was whether the parties to the 
cast wére before the court, and he held 
that it was obvious that the minority stock- 
holders of the two railroad companies are 


not represented in the controversy by the 
companies whose stock they hold, and their 
rights ought not to be affected without a 
hearing, even if it were conceded that a 
majority of the stock in such companies, 
held by a few persons, had assisted in form- 
ing some sort of an illegal arrangement. 
** Moreoyer, it must not be overlooked that 
it is not the private interests of stockhold- 
ers that are to be alone considered. The 
opinion continued: 

n The Directors of the Great Northern and 
Northern Pacific Railway Companies are 
appointed to represent and protect not mere- 
ly the private and pecuniary interests of the 
stockholders, but the rights of the public 
at large, which is deeply concerned in the 
proper and advantageous management of 
these public highways. It is not sufficient 
to say that the Attorney General or the 
Governor ot even the Legislature of the 
State can be conclusively deemed to rep- 
resent the public interests in such a con- 
troversy as that presented by the bill. 

ALLEGATIONS OF THE BILL. 

“Even a State, when she voluntarily 
becomes a complainant in a court of equity, 
cannot claim to represent both sides of the 
controversy.

with that policy and advantageous to the 
communities affected.

DISCOUNTED BY WALL STREET. 


Preceding the announcement of the court 
decision, the stock market generally, after 
a weak opening, had developed strength with 
gains of about a point each in such stocks 
as St. Paul, Union Pacific, Baltimore and 
Ohio, the Readings, and Southern Pacific, 
and an exceptional gain of three points in 
Great Northern preferred. Following the 
publication of the decision, the market con- 
tinued its upward movement until the last 
hour of business, when profit taking forecd 
recessions in some parts of the list suffi- 
cient to offset the early gains. This was 
especially true of Union Pacific, Southern 
Pacific, and the Readings. On the whole, 
however, the market held well, final fig- 
ures showing net gains of 2% in Great 
Northern, 4% in Evansville and Terre 
Haute, 2 in St. Joseph and Grand Island, 
1% in Missouri, Kansas and Texas pre- 
ferred, 244 in Tennessee Coal, 24 in General 
Electric, and elsewhere many gains of a 
point.

The Northern Securities Company was a 
Birect outgrowth of the bitter fight last 
Spring for the control of the Northern Pa- 
cific Railroad, which ended in the, disas- 
trous panic of May 9. The warring ele- 
ments were the Harriman-Kuhn, Loeb & 
Co., and the Hill-Morgan interests. When 
the dust had all cleared away it was found 
that the only way to clear up the muddle 
and to prevent the Union Pacific Railroad 
from gaining control of the Northern Pa- 
cific was to form a new company and have 
this one take over the preferred stock of 
the Northern Pacific. 

Months of negotiation ensued. The plan 
was finally agreed upon on Nov. 11, and on 
Nov. 13 the Northern Securities Company 
Was incorporated under the laws of New 
Jersey. The company was empowered to 
acquire by purchase, subscription, or other- 
wise, and to hold, sell, and assign, transfer, 
mortgage, or pledge or dispose of in any 
Way certain securities, and to exercise all 
the rights, powers, and privileges of owner- 
ship while holding them. : 

The company was capitalized at $400,000,- 
L@. James J. Hill was chosen President, 
and the following were made Directors:

Clough, G. C. Clark, N. Terhune, John S. 

Willis James, Daniel S. La- 
mont, George W. Perkins and Robert Ba- 
con. Proceedings were immediately set on 
foot to acquire the stock of the Northern 
Pacific and the Great Northern Railroads. 

But the State of Minnesota, through Gov.

There is a law on the 
statute books of Minnesota forbidding the 
combination of competing railroads. Gov. 
Van Sant took the ground that the forma- 
tion of the Northern Securities Company 
violated that law. He also sent letters to 
the various States through which these 
roads passed, and a conference of the Gov- 
ernors was held in Helena, Mon., on Dec. 
30, The Governors left the Minnesota Ex- 
ecutive to take the first step, and the 
others promised co-operation. 

Meanwhile a suit had been brought fn the 
Supreme Court of this city, seeking to re- 
strain the Northern Pacific Railroad from 
retiring its preferred stock. This suit was 
dismissed. A similar suit was brought in 
Minnesota, but the temporary injunction 
which was secured was vacated by another 
Justice. Before any further proceedings of

At the instance of Gov. Van Sant, Attor- 
ney General Douglas of Minnesota now 
went to the Supreme Court for relief. He 
appeared before that tribunal early in Jan- 
uary and asked to be permitted to file a bv: 
of complaint which he offered. The bill 
asked that the Northern Securities Com- 
pany be enjoined from possessing itself of 
the stock of the two railroad companies. 

In the application just made and denied 
the merits of the bill itself did not come 
before the court at all. The case presents a 
new question to the courts of this country. 
That question is, Is it lawful for a citizen 
of one State to do a perfectly legal act in 
one State, specifically authorized by the 
laws of that State, while that same aet 
violates a law of another State? Many law- 
yers say this case, in its ultimate adjudi- 
cation, will take rank in importance in 
American corporation law with the famous 
Dartmouth College case.

MR. TILLMAN ANGRY 
AT THE PRESIDENT 


Resents Withdrawal of the White 
House Dinner Invitation. 








The South Carolina Senator Denies the 
President’s Right So to “Insult” 
Him—Defends His Attack 
on Colleague.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—The Tillman- 
McLaurin incident in the Senate Saturday 


figured as conspicuously at the White 
House to-day as in the Senate. Three 
phases of the problem that grew out of 


Mr. Tillman's assault on Mr. McLaurin at- 
tracted considerable attention. 

To begin with, Mr. McLaurin, through 
his friend, Senator Pritchard of North 
Carolina, demanded an investigation, as 
told in the Senate proceedings, of the 
charge brought by Senator Tillman that 
his colleague was moved by improper in- 
fluences in casting his vote for the ratifica- 
tion of the treaty with Spain.* In the sec- 
ond place Senator Tillman, who had been 
invited to dine with Prince Henry to-night 
at the White House, received word from 
the President that the invitation was with- 
drawn, and issued a statement concerning 
the withdrawal of the invitation, tn which 
he’ expressed great resentment at the Presi- 
dent’s course. In the third place, the Dem- 
ocratic Senators set up the plea that the 
South Carolina Senators were entitled to 
vote on the Philippine tariff bill, notwith- 
standing they had been declared to be in 
contempt of the Senate. 

There was a sensational sequel to the de- 
cision of the President to eliminate Sena- 
tor Tillman frem the list of dinner guests. 
The President sent for Senator Cockrell of 
Missouri, and asked him as a friend and 
Democratic colleague of Mr. Tillman to 
suggest to the latter the propriety of with- 
drawing his acceptance of the dinner in- 
vitation. The President explained his atti- 
tude in the matter and said that, in view 
of the contempt proceedings, Mr. Tillman's 
presence would not only an affront to 
the Senate, but discourtesy to Prince 
Henry. 

Mr. Cockrell accepted the 
and later telephoned to the President 
Mr. Tillman absolutely refused to with- 
draw his acceptance, in response to the 
President's suggestion. The President then 
immediately canceled the invitation in a 
note he dispatched directly to Mr. Tillman 
shortly before noon to-day. In this note, 
which was very brief and formal, the 
President stated he regretted that he was 
obliged to withdraw the invitation. Simul- 
taneously Senator Martin of Virginia was 
invited to take Mr. Tillman's place at the 
dinner as the next ranking Democratic 
member of the Senate Naval Affairs Com- 


mittee. 

The following is the letter from ithe 
White House, withdrawing Mr. Tillman's 
invitation to dine there to-night: 

‘White House, Feb. 24.—The President 
regrets that he is compelled to withdraw 
the invitation to you to dine to-night 
the White House.

Commenting upon the letter, Mr. Till- 
man says: “ The President, of course, has 


the right to invite any one he chooses to 
dine with him officially or otherwise, and 
also has the right to withdraw such invi- 
tation. As I am not conscious of having 
done anything personal or official which 
gives the President the right to insult me, 
J am surprised at his action. The invita- 
tion to the ‘dinner came to me unsought 
and unexpectedly, and so far as the with- 
drawal is concerned, it is a matter of abso- 
lute indifference to me. 

“It is the motive behind it which seeks 
to put me in the condition of unworthiness 
to meet the President and his guests before 
final action by’ the Senate. Prince Henry, 
the President’s guest, comes from a coun- 
try where custom makes it obligatory upon 
any man who regards himself a gentleman 
promptly to resent an insult, and the 
method is by challenge to.a duel. That was 
once the custom, but now we have been 
forced as a people here to cling to the old 
Anglo-Saxon rule of considering the lie 
direct as the first blow, and no man could 
hold up his head in decent society should 
he, being near enough to answer the lie 
with a blow not to give it. 

‘As for my being in contempt of the 
Senate, which I presume is the excuse for 
this insult at the hands of the President, 
that I deny. I have been guilty of a breach 
of the rules and the privileges of the Sen- 
ate. The Senate was not sitting as a court, 
but as a legislative assembly. It has the 
right to expel me if it sees fit, and I am 
ready to abide its judgment and action. 

‘It has the right to arrest me and to 
hold me in custody until it makes disposi- 
tion of my case; but it. has no right to gag 
me, and the President has not right te 
judge me guilty of conduct unbecoming a 
gentleman unless he belies all his ante- 
cedents, which lead one to believe that he 
would have done just as I did under the 
circumstances. As to which of us Is the 
gentleman in this matter, in view of the 
unsought invitation to dinner at the White 
House and its indecent withdrawal, I am 
willing to abide by the judgment of all 
brave and self-respecting men.’’ 

There was considerable diversity of opin- 
ion on the part of Senators as to the ac- 
tion of the President. The Democratic 
Senators generally agreed with Mr. Till- 
man that the President had taken an un- 
necessary and ill-advised step. This same 
view was shared by some of the leading 
Republican Senators, but none of them 
would allow himself to be quoted to that 
effect. Several of the majority members 
of the Senate said it would have been bet- 
ter if the President had allowed the Sen- 
ate to attend to its own business. 


WANTS CHANNEL IMPROVED. 


Merchants’ Association Asks that the 
Buttermilk Be Deepened. 


The Merchants’ Association of New York, 
through its Secretary, William R. Corwine, 
has addressed a letter to Congressman The- 
odore E. Burton, Chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Rivers and Harbors of the House of 
Representatives, urging upon him the ne- 
cessity for the improvement of Buttermilk 
Channel, which separates Governors Island 
from the Brooklyn shore, and asking him 
to bring the matter to the attention of the 
other members of the committee and to 
have inserted in the bill now being prepared 
by the committee an appropriation provid- 
ing for the work. 

A channel 40 feet deep and 1,200 feet wide 
is asked for, which would be the same di- 
mensions as the new channel along the Bay 
Ridge water front. This would give a con- 
tinuous waterway from the deep sea to the 
East River much more direct than the 
present circuitous route between Governors 
Island and the Battery, where, it is stated, 
the traffic is now frequently congested by 
day and night to the great peril of vessels 
traversing the swift tide which prevails at 
that point.

LACKAWANNA COMPANY WINS. 


Ownership to Land in Jersey City Es- 
tablished by Chancery Decision Ad- 
verse to City’s Claim. 

Vice Chancellor Pitney yesterday filed a 
decision in chancery at Trenton giving to 
the Lackawanna Railroad the ownership of 
the foot of Thirteenth Street, Jersey City. 
The railroad company bought from the 
State the riparian rights on the river front 
at the point indicated over a quarter of a 
century ago. It filled in the property and 
established coal piers, and it was not until 
1882, when the company began to lay tracks 
over the property, that the city objected. 


The authorities applied for an injunction, 
which was denied by the Court of Chan- 


cery. After that the matter lay dormant 
until March, 1898, when the city gave to 
the Jersey City Electric Light Company 


the right to erect poles and wires on the 
property claimed by the railroad. Chan- 
cellor McGill granted an injunction, which 
was the beginning of the suit just ended 
after four years of intermittent litigation. 
The city based its claim on the allegation 
that Thirteenth Street was a public high- 
way, and that the city had a right of ease- 
ment to the river. 

The company rested its claim upon the 
allegation that the street was never dedli- 
cated and had not éven been laid out upon 
the maps when it acquired the property, 
and that whatever right the public had in 
the property was obliterated by the State 
grant. 


RAILWAY SUIT DECIDED. 


Louisville and | Nashville Secures 


Judgment in Court for $232,551. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Feb. 24.—Judge Ster- 
ling B. Toney of the Circuit Court to-day 
gave judgment of $232,551 in favor of the 
Louisville and Nashville Railroad against 
the Louisville Bridge Company and the 
Pittsburg, Chicago, Cincinnati and St. Louis 
Railroad. On account, however, of the 
loss of certain papers the Louisville and 
Nashville loses more than $500,000, 

The suit grew out of a contract made in 
1872 between the Louisville and Nashville, 
the Jeffersonville, Madison and Indianapo- 
lis, and the Ohio and Mississippi Roads 
with the bridge company, in which it was 
agreed that the roads using the bridge 
should apportion the toils, the surplus over 
a certain amount to be redistributed among 
the three roads. 

A new contract was made in 1881, where- 
by five other roads were admitted to the 
use of the bridge on the terms of the con- 
tract of 1872. The Louisville and Nashville 
declared that it was kept in ignorance of 
this contract, and, the administration of 
the road having been changed, the contract 
of 1872 was overlooked. Later the Louis- 
ville and Nashville demanded its share of 
surplus from 1881 to 1882. 

Judge Toney referred this matter to a 
Commissioner, who reported the road en- 
titled to $800,000, Judge Toney, however, 
declined to allow for the years from 1881 
to 18S8 by reason of the loss of the original 
waybills, receipts, &c. 


BRIDGE CARS IN COLLISION. 


No One Injured, but Delay to Traffic Is 
Indirectly Responsible for Man's 
Death on Brooklyn Elevated. 

A collision between two trains being 
switched in the yard in Brooklyn caused 
a three-hour tie-u~ of traffic on the 
3ridge Railroad at 7 o’clock last evening. 
Fortunately, no passengers were in either 
train at the time and no one was injured 
as a result of the accident, but the con- 
sequent delay to traffic was indirectly re-

from Manhattan and discharged 
sengers in the Brooklyn terminal, was be- 
ing run into the yard to be laid up, by 


Robert Goff, a yardman. Immediately fol- 
lowing this train into the terminal was an- 
other in charge of William Clayton, mo- 
torman, of 328 Sixteenth Street, Brooklyn, 
and Charles Burman, conductor, of 522 
Vanderbilt Avenue, Brooklyn. The second 
train, which was to make another trip to 
Manhattan, had discharged its passengers 
and was run into the yard. It was being 
backed on the north track for the return 
trip when the collision occurred. 

A draw bar between the motor car and 
the car immediately following of the train 
in charge of Yardman Goff parted, and 
the two rear cars began running back down 
the slight grade toward the terminal. The 
other train was passing over the switch 
leading to the north track when the two 
runaway cars struck the last car of the 
train in the middle, with great force. The 
car which was struck was jammed against 
one of the iron pillars supporting the roof 
of the terminal with such force as to smash 
in the side of the car as if it had been 
built of cardboard.

LIVELY DEBATE ON CUBA. 
AT REPUBLICAN CLUB. 


Arguments For and Against Reciproc- 
ity Lead to No Definite Action 
by Members. 


‘The meeting of the Republican Club last 

evening, at which resolutions condemning 
the proposed reciprocity with Cuba, em- 
bodying a reduction of the duty on sugar, 
were discussed, was well attended. Col. 
C. H. Dennison read the report of the 
Committee on National Affairs, in which it 
was urged that the proposition of estab- 
lishing free trade in sugar with Cuba would 
be of great benefit to a few American 
millionaires and monopolists, who control 
most of the large sugar estates in Cuba 
and would work a hardship on the produc- 
ers of sugar in this country, threatening the 
whole future of the American sugar indus- 
try. 

The report urged that, if there must be 
some relief, it be in the form of a bounty, 
paid from the United States Treasury, 
rather than a reduction or rebate in the 
tariff. It also urged that the term “ reci- 


procity "’ conld not be applied to the pro- 
posed arrangement, because reciprocity im- 
plied the importing of that which we do not 
ourselves produce. 

C. C. Shayne contended that Cuba should 
be made an exception to the rule 6f pro- 
tection, in which he said he believed. He 
said the United States had been forced to 
intervene to free Cuba from tyranny, and 
that Cuba ought not to be left without 
further assistance, like a shipwreckea 
mariner on a desert island. : 

He urged that President Roosevelt, who 
had risked his own life to help free Cuba, 
had Cuba's true interest at heart. He said 
he was inclined to indorse the proposition 
of Secretary of War Root, a former Presi- 
dent of the club, and that favored by Sena- 
tor Depew and ex-Secretary Bliss, two 
other former Presidents of the club, which 
favored a reduction in the tariff on Cuban 
products. He said public sentiment had 
demanded free trade with Porto Rico, and 
added: 

‘This club cannot afford to go on record 
to-night as opposed to the relief of Cuba. 
Why should we undo the work of freeing 
the island by leaving her people to starve?”’ 

He also suggested the question of wheth- 
er those opposing the proposed relief were 
not interested in Porto Rico or other isl- 
ands. 

F. B. Thurber offered his substitute to 
. B. Humprey’s original resolution, sub- 
mitted last week at a former meeting, and 
Mr. Humphrey offered to amend it at 
great length and append it to his original 


motion. Mr. Thurber spoke against the 
amendment, and for the substitute he of- 
fered, He urged a reduction of 50 per 


cent. In the sugar and tobacco tariffs, and 
the opening of Cuba to American products 
in return. 

Mr. Humphrey, who had only yielded the 
floor to Mr. Thurber temporarily, then de- 
clared that the talk of relief for Cuba sa- 
vored of free trade. 

Charles H. Treat urged that the duty of 
the United States to Cuba demanded relief, 


and that it was proposed that we get as 
much as we should give. He pffered a 
substitute resolution, simply expressing 


gratification at the position taken by the 
Committee of Ways and Means of Con- 


gress. 
Mr. Thurber said that that was «bout 
right, and said he would withdraw his 


substitute in favor of it. Mr. Humphrey 
objected, and there was a long discussion 
over various points of order, which ended 
in a motion by W. M. K. Olcott to lay 
the matter on the table, except Mr. Treat's 
motion. This was done amid great cuon- 


fusion. 

Wilbur F. Wakeman and A. H. Steele 
ete against Mr. Treat’s resolution, and 
W. A. Ullman urged that it was out of 
order. Chairman Morris decided against 
him, and he appealed. The appeal was laid 
on the table. F. M. Clarke spoke against 
the resolution, and finally, on motion o7 
James 8S. Lehmaire, it also was laid on the 
table, on the plea that President Roose- 
velt had suggested no definite action as 
yet, and that his general suggestion needed 
no indorsement and merited no disapproval. 


CUBAN TARIFF RATES. 


Twenty Per Cent. Reduction Proposal 
Not to be Submitted to a 


Caucus Vote. 
Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—The proposition 
of the Ways and Means Committee for a 
20 per cent. reduction in the tariff rates on 
Cuban products will not be submitted to a 
caucus of the Republicans of the House 
to-morrow night. It will be considered in 
a conference instead. 

There is quite a body of Republican rep- 
resentatives who declared they would not 
go into a caucus on the Cuban question 
because, as they said, they were deter- 
mined not to vote for the Ways and Means 
Committee proposition. They were willing 
to confer with their fellow-Republicans, but 
not to enter a caucus with them. 

It is said the California delegation, num- 
bering seven Republicans; the Michigan 
delegation of twelve Republicans, and the 
Utah Representatives have agreed together 
that they will not vote for tariff conces- 
sions to Cuba, and their attitude is a source 
of great distress to the Republican leaders 
in the House. 

The plan of the House leaders in case it 
is decided to present the Ways and Means 
Committee bill to the House is to have a 
rule brought in. framed like the one which 
was prepared for the War Revenue Re- 
duction bill, a rule providing that there 
shall be no opportunity allowed for amend- 
ments.

Amelia Bingham 1 and Members of ‘Her 
Company Warmly Received at 
the Bijou. 

In ‘*The Climbers,” that play of Clyde 
Fitch’s which represents his originality 
and cleverness of construction at its very 
best, Amelia Bingham and her company 
last night effected a revival at the Bijou 
that ought to prove satisfying. The play 
is one of very considerable intensity, with 
strongly dramatic scenes admirably light- 
ened by a comedy vein that is well sus- 
tained. 

As presented by Miss Bingham’s company 
it is also notable by reason of genuinely 
good acting in most of the parts, and ex- 
ceptional results in others. 

Frank Worthing again appears as Rich- 
ard Sterling, the cowardly embezzler, and 
his performance is a distinct achievement. 
The role is one requiring much skill for 
proper interpretation, and to its perplexing 
phases Mr. Worthing brings both the tem- 
peramental and acting qualities needed for 
a life like representation.

NEW FARCE AT PROCTOR’S. 





“ Mistakes Will Happen,” by Mr. Grant 
Stewart, at West 58th Street House. 


Mr. Grant Stewart’s three-act farce, 
**Mistakes Will Happen,’ which was pro- 
duced yesterday afternoon at Proctor's 


Fifty-eighth Street Theatre, was well acted 
by the stock company, and yielded one 
scene of considerable innocent amusement. 
A young playwright having found that, at 
least as regards his own plays, “ the world 
is divided into two classes, intelligent peo- 
ple and managers,’ attempts to make an 
*“angel’’ for his piece of a rich young 
married woman, who is interested in ama- 
teur theatricals. At the same time the 
playwright’s wife makes a similar attempt 
with the rich young wife’s old husband, 
who, however, is more interested in her 
than in the play she is recommending. 

The two couples unknown to each other 
resort to the coach house at the same time 
in order to discuss the play in secret, the 
young wife being in the loft with the play- 
wright, while her husband is 
the playwright’s wife. The coachman, 
meanwhile, has secreted the maid in the 
harness closet. The purposes of all the peo- 
ple on the stage are quite harmless, with 
the possible exception of the old man; but 
mistakes so happen that this situation 
evolves a series of marches and counter- 
marches, hidings and seekings, that kept 
the house in a constant roar. Two stair- 
cases, an oat bin, a hanging horse blanket, 
the harness closet, even the interior of a 
coupé, and a hay chute in the stalls, were 
utilized for purposes of escape or conceal- 
ment until the scene seemed verging on a 
tumbling act like the famous old ‘** Voyage 
en Suisse " of the Hanlon Brothers. Fortu- 
nately, however, it kept within the limits 
of farce. The play ended with a third act 
of explanations from all hands, which, 
though less amusing, was cleverly worked 

The scene in which the playwright 
coaches the amateur actress in the hayloft 
is full of amusing “‘ business,’’ satirizing 
the foibles of acting people, while the lines 
are equally bright and satirical. ‘‘ Realism 
is what goes now on the stage. We have 
real oceans, real Niagaras, real buzz-saws, 
and some day we shall have real actors.”’

Mistakes at the Presentation of a Wag- 
ner Drama. 

The excitement of preparing a grand 
hotch-potch performance in honor of the 
visiting German Prince, who is to go to 
the Metropolitan Opera House to-night, 
was perhaps the reason of the curious ex- 
hibition which was given there yesterday 
afternoon. Whatever the cause, the exhibi- 
tion was as uncommon as it was regretta- 
ble. That one of the dramas of Wagner's 
‘Der Ring des Nibelungen” should be so 
presented as to be ludicrous at times and 
to give some ground for the common com- 
plaint that the price of an orchestra seat 
is extortionate was, to say the least, un- 
fortunate. It was unfortunate for the pub- 
lic, but the shortcomings of the perform- 
ance cannot be laid at the door of fortune. 
They were many, great, atid lamentable. 
It is not pleasant, but it is a duty to state 
this fact, and to add that there was no good 
for such a display.

THE OPPORTUNITIES OF YOUTH. 


Address by Bishop P Potter Before the 
Culture Society Connected with a 
Hebrew Synagogue. 

An audience which filled every part of the 
spacious Temple Rodeph.Sholom, at Sixty- 
third Street and Lexington Avenue, last 
night, attended the entertainment of the 
Young Men's and Women’s Culture Society 
connected with the temple. An address by 
Bishop Potter was the feature. 

William Goldschmidt, the President, occu- 
pied the chair, and in the course of the 
evening briefly related the objects of the 
society, told what it had done, and what it 
expected to accomplish. 

After an excellent musical programme, 
in which Miss Berdie E. Hochheimer, Miss 
Erna Kutnow, Mrs. Lena Buckstone-Myers, 
and Miss Hattie. Scholder participated, 
Bishop Potter was introduced and addressed 
his hearers on ‘“ Youth and Its Opportuni- 
ties.”” The Bishop was accorded an ova- 


tion. 

“The name of the society,” he _ said, 
“suggests many thoughts. Evidently . it 
does not gather as a recreation society or 
to play bridge whist—of which I know noth- 
ing—neither is it a social union, but a cult- 
ure society. Such an organization must 
eventuate in producing among its mem- 
bers what is called character. No organi- 
zation could have a more noble aspiration. 

“T regret that in late years the tendency 
of education has not been largely directed 
to bring about a higher culture. I recently 
visited a very large institution where 
everything is taught, where all modern ap- 
pliances are at hand, and I found that the 
three popular departments consisted of a 
cooking school, a ladies’ fencing academy, 
and a millinery department. 1 could not 
help thinking whether students thought 
the highest attainments consisted in the 
skillful handling of a foil or becoming 
adepts in creating those marvelous struct- 
ures with which so many of you ladies are 
adorned. 

“One of the greatest mistakes of youth 
is not to be naural. There is no need of 
strident voices or a nasal twang. Parents 
should teach their children to speak plain- 
ly, musically, and agreeably. 

“Youth is the flexible period. Children 
should be trained to have regard for old 
age and show chivalry for aged persons 
and for womanhood. Be scrupulous to 
avoid bad manners in public conveyances, 
Only the other day, coming over from 
Washington, I saw a well-dressed young 
man talking with an exquisite young lady, 
who I took to be his wife, and for two 
hours he chewed on a cigar. It was only 
by the exercise of self-restraint that I did 
not pull the cigar from his mouth and box 
his ears.” 

Bishop Potter then spore at some length 
on the subject of self-restraint, dignified 
regard for others, good taste in dress, and 
harmony in colors. In regard to the latter, 
he thought that the artistic conceptions of 
the Far East were far ahead of those of 
England and America. As for the modern 
dress of many society women, Dr. Potter 
said that he was reminded of what an ar- 
list friend had once said about “ colors 
swearing at one another.” 

“Be wise in your choice of friendships,” 
he concluded. “‘It is one of the greatest 
opportunities of youth. Select as your com- 
panions brave, righteous, honest, and pure 
men and women. You will then attain the 
fellowship of their sympathies, the cour- 
age of their righteousness, and the stead- 
fastness of their honesty and purity.”’

|DR. WOODBURY EXPLAINS 
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Commissioner Blames Heavy Traf- 
fic for Many Dirty Streets. 





Supt. Clark Says that Recent Snowfall 
Was Greater than That of Big Bliz- 
zard—Bogus Tickets Discovered. 





The features yesterday in connection with 
the condition of the streets were the admis- 
sion by Commissioner Woodbury’s depart- 
ment that many of the thoroughfares are in 
bad shape and the announcement that a 
wholesale attempt is being made to defraud 
Contractor Maillie by the use of counterfeit 
tickets, 

‘“‘T know,” said Dr. Woodbury yesterday, 
“that people are complaining about the 
state of the streets. Some of them are in 
very bad shape, and by reason of the great 
amount of traffic snow and slush is car- 
ried to thoroughfares that have been practi- 
cally polished, making them appear un- 
seemly. Now fault is found about Mail 
Street. This department has no more to do 
with it than the man in the moon. The 
Park Department is responsible for that. 
We are doing all that is possible to be done 
under .the circumstances.”’ 

“There is reason for fault. finding,’’ re- 
marked William S. Clarke, Superintendent 
for the removal of snow, “ but citizens are 
to blame rather than the employes of the 
department. Since Feb. 16 the snowfall 
has been 14.7 inches, or two inches more 
than in the great blizzard of 1888, when the 
elements facilitated matters by driving the 
bulk of the snow to one side of the street. 
The recent snowfall represented 20 loads to 
every 25 feet on each side of the street. 
There are not carts enough between Al- 
bany and Washington to speedily remove 
it, even if we had the dumping facilities, 
which we have not. Then, too, it would be 
a conservative estimate to place the ex- 
pense at $2,500,000. It is easier and less 
expensive to remove the snow of eight 
three-inch storms than that which fell re- 
cently. By Saturday night everything will 
be in good order below Forty-second Street 
unless another storm comes. Stirred up by 
THE NEW YORK TIMEs, the police, acting 
under positive orders from Deputy Commis- 
sioner Thurston, are compelling citizens to 
open gutters, and much good has resulted. 
There were 8,700 men and about 5,000 carts 
at work to-day. Commissioner Woodbury 
has changed his opinion as to what can be 
done in street cleaning since election.” 

Other officials connected with the depart- 
ment expressed similar views, and said 
that while the late Col. Waring expended 
$438,000 to remove one snowfall the present 
administration had done its work to the 
present time for about $200,000. The work 
yesterday was confined to Third, Madison, 
and Lexington Avenues, with cross streets 
on the east side. 

According to Superintendent Bernard 
McAveney the work of removing the snow 


will last another wees. During the en- 
tire day 17,205 wagons of slush were 
dumped into either the ‘North or East 
Rivers. 

The discovery was made yesterday that 


wholesale efforts were being made to de- 
fraud the contractor by the use of counter- 
feit tickets. A subordinate of Bernard Mc- 
Aveny, Contractor Maillie’s representative 
in Manhattan, found more than 1,500 bogus 
tickets among those handed in by scalpers 
yestefday. The counterfeits are printed on 
inferior paper of a slightly different tint, 
and are about one-tenth of an inch wider 
than the genuine. The police have been no- 
tified. 

The city cannot lose by the counterfeits. 
The loss must fall on either the contractor 
or the scalper. When a carter has his ve- 
hicle loaded he is given a ticket by the fore- 
man on the section. At the dump the Street 
Cleaning Department and the contractor 
each has a representative. The Street 
Cleaning foreman takes the carter’s ticket, 
places it on a spindle and gives a brass 
check to the contractor's man, who in turn 
gives the carter a ticket calling for 34 cents, 
In many cases the carter is anxious to get 
his money, so when he gets ten tickets he 
sells them to a scalper for 25 cents each, or 
at a loss of 9 cents each. The scalpers turn 
these papers into Mr. McAveny in large 
bunches, and he gives them a check for the 


full amount, subject to a recount. Thus 
the counterfeiter and his associates by 
themselves or with the collusion of the 


earters and scalpers can dispose of many 
bogus tickets unless the counterfeit is dis- 
covered, as it has been in this case. 


WIRES STILL WORKING BADLY. 


Direct Telegraphic Communication with 
Philadelphia Interrupted by Fallen 
Poles at Various Points. 

Wires in the section from Jersey City as 





far west as Reading, Penn., and south 
along the Jersey coast, are still in bad con- | 
dition, owing to the recent storm, and all 


yesterday and last night the telegraph and 
telephone companies had gangs at work 
repairing breaks and setting up poles. The 
great damage has been done by falling 
poles, but in some cases where there are 
mgny wires, some of the old ones have 
broken and become entangled in those still 
up, and made all of them useless. 

The greatest delay is in getting to Phila- 
delphia. Through that city run the prin- 
cipal wires to the South, and in order to 
get messages to that city and from there 
South, the companies are sending by way 
of Chicago. 

The Western Union .wires to Shooter's 
Island are interrupted, and that company 
believes that it will not be able to estab- 
lish communication with the island to-day. 

Assistant Superintendent Hill of the tele- 
phone company said that they were having 
trouble with the wires to the South, and 


that Washington, Philadelphia, and Balti- 
more were cut off. 

The Western Union Telegraph Company 
is reaching Washington, Philadelphia, 
Galveston, Baltimore, New Orleans, St. 
Louis, and Jacksonville by way of Chicago. 
They are cut off owing to breaks at Eliza- 
beth, Summerville, South Amboy, Trenton, 
and other scattered places. 

All of the New Jersey coast is affected 
by the breaks, and the Long Island wires 
west of Lyndhurst are down. They have 
received word, however, that the wires be- 
tween Lyndhurst and Montauk Point are 
working. 

At Elizabeth City 7 poles, 90 feet high and 
each carrying 90 wires, are down. At Tren- 
ton and Philadelphia there are said to be 
200 poles down. Poles are also down at 
Easton, Penn., and along the line of the 
Central Railroad of New Jersey 200 poles 
are on the ground. 

Shooter Island is cut off by a break be- 
tween Jersey City and Bergen Point. It 
had been the intention of the company to 
lay a cable between that point and Shoot- 
er’s Island, but they say that it would be 
too late to do that now.

At the Postal Telegraph Company’s office 
it was said that in spite of the damage 
caused by the storm, they would be in com- 
munication with Shooter’s Island to-day. 
The trouble with the Postal wires, like 
that of the Western Union, has all occurred 
within 150 giles of Jersey City. They are 
having their greatest trouble with the 
Philadelphia line, and are reaching that 
city by way of Chicago. Messages are sent 
from the latter city to Richmond, and from 
there to Washington.

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VOORHEES Fi FRANCHISE TAX ACT. 


New Jersey Water and Light Compa- 
nies Exempted from its Operation 


by Decision of Supreme Court. 

TRENTON, Feb. 24.—The Supreme Court 
to-day construed the Voorhees Two Per 
Cent. Franchise Tax act of last year to ex- 
empt from its operation those public utility 
companies that hold special charters grant- 
ed to them by the Legislature before the 
passage of general laws for the incorpora- 
tion of such companies. The effect of this 
decision will be’to reduce the revenue from 


corporations using the streets and high- 
ways in the conducting of their business. 
Among the companies that refused to 
make returns to the State Board of Assess- 
ors of their gross receipts upon which, the 
2.per cent, tax was to be paid are the Eliz- 
abethtown Gaslight Company and the Eliz- 
abethtown Water Company of Elizabeth, 
of which United States Senator John Kean 
is President; the Cranford Gaslight Com- 
pany, the Hackensack Water Company, 
the Morristown Gaslight Company, the 
Perth Amboy Gaslight Company, and the 
Morris A Company. 
The decision is likely to be taken advan- 
tage of by the great bulk of the gas and 
water companies of the State, as nearly all 
of them have special charters granted to 
them by the Legislature prior to the Con- 
stitutional amendment of 1875, and they are 
therefore free from municipal control. 
To-day’s judgment is likely to be carried 
to the Court of Errors for review. It is also 
likely that an effort will be made at the 
present session of the Legislature to amend 
the Voorhees act, so as to overcome the 
effects of to-day’s decision.

OSCAR HAMMERSTEIN ARRESTED. 


Theatrical Manager Charged with Ignor- 
ing Supreme Court Subpoena. 
WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., Feb. 24.—Oscar 
Hammerstein was arraigned before Justice 
Maddox in the Supreme Court here this 
afternoon under arrest on a body execu- 
tion and charged with refusing to obey a 

mandate of the court. 
Mr. Hammerstein was subpoenaed to tes- 
tify in an action brought by Rose Fieferd 


against M. Meyer in the settlement of an 
estate. The case was called on Feb. 3, 
but Mr. Hammerstein was absent. The 
testimony he was to give was so material 
that his absence caused the case to lie 
over.

Justice Maddox reprimanded the prisoner 
for failing to obey the court’s orders and 
said that the subpoenaes of the Supreme 
Court must be obeyed. 

Mr. Hammerstein said he had had to at- 
tend in the United States court in New 
York before Justice Andrews on the nesses 
day. He also claimed that instead of $v. 
witness fea, he was given but $1. Justice 
Maddox demanded the subpoena in the 
United States court case, saying that that 
alone would excuse Mr. Hammerstein for 
his failure to attend court here. Mr. Ham- 
merstein said he did not have the paper 
and was given until to-morrow to pro- 
duce it.

No private in the Philippines can write 
a lying, bragging letter to curdie the 
blood of his aunt at home, if the letter 
straggles into print in the most ob- 
scure country weekly in the United 
States, but that the published letter is 
sent out to the soldier’s commanding of- 
ficer. In almost every case the writer, 
unless he insists that his letter has been 
garbled, admits that he has been lying to 
impress the domestic circle. But to read 
these documents through is to be quite 
proof against all the lies that it may suit 
the hyphenated Americans of Boston or 
elsewhere to believe or to pretend to be- 
lieve. It is to accept Mr. Root’s conclu- 
sion that “‘ the war in the Philippines has 
been conducted with self-restraint and 
with humanity never surpassed, if ever 
equaled, in any conflict.” 

With such documents before us, which 
give us a new and powerful sense of the 
value of investigation and of the mean- 
ing of evidence, why should any Philfili- 
pino leave his happy home in Boston and 
repair to Manila, there, in complete ig- 
morance, presumably of Spanish, and 
certainly of Tagal and the other tongues 
of the islands, to undertake an investi- 
gation which shall “unmask” -such 
monsters of inhumanity and Geceit as 
Gen. CHAFFEE and Gov. Tart? Wherein 
can Mr. FIsKE WARREN be any better 
off after he had “ seen for himself "’ what 
he cannot possibly understand for him- 
self and what has already been investi- 
gated with all the appliances at the com- 
mand of the army? Cannot a credulous 
fly gobbler gobble flies enough in Bos- 
ton? 


GERMANY IN SHAN-TUNG. 

It is worth noting, though, of course, 
it is not at all necessary to call to it the 
attention of our State Department, that 
the reported attempt of Germany to ob- 
tain exclusive mining privileges in Shan- 
Tung is clearly opposed to the rights of 
all the Powers as defined in treaties and 
as interpreted in the recent letter of 
Secretary Hay. 

The language of that letter was mod- 
erate in tone, but its meaning is not to 
be mistaken. It is entirely consistent 
with the position of the United States 
since long before the present situation 
arose. The treaties in fact to which Mr, 
Hay directed the attention of the Gov- 
ernments of the Chinese and of the Rus- 
sian Empires, and the policy of absolute 
equality of rights embodied in those 
treaties, may be said to be the result of 
the position so early assumed by the 
United States. It is, therefore, peculiarly 
proper for the United States to watch 
with the closest scrutiny all action on 
the part of any Government which men- 
aces the integrity of that policy, or: the 
obligation of the treaties. Such an agree- 
ment as Germany is said to be seeking 
with China would clearly come within 
the criticism and the disapproval ex- 
pressed by our Government to China and 
Russia in regard to privileges in Man- 
churia. The attitude of our Government 
is entirely impartial. It is animated by 
no prejudice for or against any of the 
Powers, but by a sincere and strong de- 
sire to serve the lasting interests of all. 
This should be recognized by Germany as 
readily as by any other Government, and 
if it be not recognized it should be im- 
pressed on her attention. 

Moreover, it should be plain to the 
Government of China that the disinter- 
ested defense of the integrity of the em- 
pire, which the United States has pa- 
tiently and firmly undertaken, at times 
with no companion save Japan, requires 
the most careful observance of the ob- 
ligations of China. We cannot well in- 
sist on the rights of a Government that 
does not faithfully and scrupulously re- 
spect our own rights and those of other 
nations. If China will but refuse to grant 
any special she

Of more immediate value will be found 
the consideration of some means of mak- 
ing the Brooklyn tunnel and Bridge No. 
2 parts of a great loop, which would be 
worth more in handling the inter-bor- 
ough travel than a four-track tunnel un- 
der the East River connecting with a 
two-track trunk line of subway in Man- 
hattan. We suggest the consideration 
by the subway engineers and Rapid 
Transit Commissioners of the plan of 
running from the main line of the tun- 
nel at or near-Spring Street a branch to 
the entrance of Bridge No. 2. The length 
of this branch would be about 3,400 feet, 
in which distance the difference between 
the grade of the subway and the level af 
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the btidge entrance could be overcome 
very easily. This, with the existing 
Brooklyn connections, would give a com- 
plete and perfect circuit and insure for 
the new bridge a maximum usefulness 
from the outset. 

We regard this as altogether more 
feasible and desirable than Mr. GREAT- 
SINGER’s plan of an elevated railroad in 
Centre Street, or any other which has 
been suggested. The old bridge was not 
designed with reference to connections 
with other bridges or with a possible 
subway not then in contemplation. 
Bridge No. 2 is, and a branch of the 
east side subway less than three-fifths 
of a mile long will unite it perfectly with 
the tunnel connecting Manhattan and 
Brooklyn and complete the loop which 
seems to be possible in no other way. 


MORE UNDERGRADUATE ROWDYISM. 
It is a cause for sincere regret that the 
lawlessness which so often characterizes 
the conduct of undergraduates, and of 
which we found occasion to speak some- 
what plainly in the case of the Princeton 
students who defaced a cherished his- 
torical monument, is not always con- 
fined to mischief perpetrated upon public 
and private property. Within a few days 
two cases have been reported which so 
far exceed the bounds of toleration that 
only the severest measures of college 
discipline will at all meet the require- 
ments of the situation. In an Indiana 
college town a skirmish between sopho- 
mores and freshmen ended in a riot, in 
which the former, unable to cope with 
their opponents in the only ways recog- 
nized as manly and permissible among 
fair fighters, had recourse to the expe- 
dient of blinding their antagonists with 
cayenne pepper thrown in their faces. 
This is a departure from even the worst 
of college traditions which those able to 
excuse brutality when class rivalries 
run high will find it embarrassing to 
apologize for, If the body of the stu- 
dents do not feel called upon to denounce 
those who went into the class skirmish 
prepared for an act so cowardly and dis- 
graceful, it would seem as if the college 
in which it happened was a good one for 
all self-respecting young men to shun. 

In an Iowa college the male medical 
students, as a protest against the pres- 
ence of young women in their classrooms 
under the coeducational system, bom- 
barded the latter with bricks, lumps of 
mortar, and fragments of board from an 
unfinished building on the campus, in- 
flicting an ugly wound upon a young 
Russian girl who was studying medicine. 
In consequence of this outrage, for which 
no one with the instincts of a gentleman 
should venture to speak apologetically, 
nine freshmen were suspended, where- 
upon eighty-eight members of the class, 
comprising all but three of its entire roll, 
went ‘on strike,” refusing to attend 
lectures or do any college work unless 
the suspended members are restored to 
good standing, and threatening to go to 
other colleges if their demand is refused. 
Thus far the Faculty have stood firm. 
How they could do otherwise is incon- 
ceivable. Indped the unconditional dis- 
missal of every student who has gone on 
strike would be quite proper in the cir- 
cumstances. 

Such occurrences are deplorable. They 
lower the standards of college life and 
perpetuate a spirit of lawlessness which 
should find no place among young men 
of the social class from which the ranks 
of university and college students are re- 
eruited. Evidently the Faculties of such 
institutions are powerless to prevent, 
however severely they may punish, such 
outbreaks of disgraceful rowdyism. In 
effective measures of reform the stu- 
dents must take the initiative. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——One of our dispatches told last week 
about the “‘ trimounter,’’ an engine invent- 
ed by Col. WILLIAM HECKERT of Toledo, 
and claimed for it not only the power to do 
the work of any engine in existence, but to 
manufacture out of nothing the energy it 
supplied. Having printed so absurd a yarn 
as that, it seemed necessary to make a 
few frivolous and derisive remarks about 
our own dispatch, and—as has happened be- 
fore—they were made in this column. Now 
it happens_that Col, HecKeERT is a practical 
mechanician, not a something-out-of-noth- 
ing, perpetual motion maniac, and his ma- 
chine, which he calls a “ tri-motor,”’ not a 
‘“‘trimounter,’’ remains orthodoxly motion- 
less until it is incited to activity in the 
orthodox manner by the application of heat 
derived from an orthodox fuel. So we 
should have had fun not with the inventor 
or the invention, but with certain persons 
who, though in the newspaper business, are 
unable, some of them, to get a _ story 
straight and some to reject a story ob- 
viously crooked. (That shot hits at both 
ends of the telegraph line between here and 
Toledo, and will, we trust, do execution 
enough to soothe the ruffled feelings of Col. 
HeckKerT and his friends,) But, though we 
now know what the “tri-motor”’ is not, 
we must confess that the description with 
which we have been supplied goes only a 
very little way toward telling us what it ts. 
Apparently a combination of a gas and a 
steam engine, using crude oil for fuel, 
chance for incredulity as to its powers still 
remains, though, of course, the incredulity 
is of a kind entirely different from, and 
much more’ respectful than, that which the 
tale as we received it inspired in all those 
familiar with the prescious doctrine of the 
conservation of energy. 

~——As it is utterly impossible at once, or 
even for many days, to remove all the snow 
that falls in a city as large as this one, a 
suggestion as to the treatment of streets 
where the snow is sure to lie for many days 
after every severe storm is quite in order. 
At present it is the custom for passing

In illustration of his meaning 
Mr. ADAMS says that the temples on the 
Acropolis at Athens have been for ages 
“the most refined, the most effective, and 
the cheapest form of advertising’ for that 
city, bringing to It an endless stream of 
people from all parts of the world, and are 
profitable to such an extent that it can 
truly be said that never did an expenditure 
of public funds bring in such a large in- 
terest for so long a period. The argument 
is a strong one—lamentably strong—but it 
is more than doubtful if there is really 
anything in it. More than that, it is an 
argument which only a hopeless Philistine 
would ever think of making, and it is at 
least questionable whether any city whose 
residents it would inspire to architectural 
effort contains residents competent to pro- 
duce the beautiful structures upon whose 
existence the hoped-for profits would de- 
pend, That the temples on the Acropolis 
really are an advertisement for Athens, 
and that they always have been and al- 
ways will be advantageous to the Athenian 
innkeepers and tradesmen, cannot possibly 
be denied, but the men who erected those 
temples had no such thought in mind when 
they designed and built, and they hardly 
could have designed and built so well if 
they had been thinking about such mean 
and trivial things as these. Paris did, in- 
deed, consciously set about the task of 
making itself beautiful, partly for what 
there was in it, but not wholly so, and the 
outcome has been a failure to just about 
the extent that the motive was low. There 
is more to the Acropolis than its marble or 
the form thereof, and the visitor thinks at 
least as much about Greek history as about 
Greek architecture when he looks at the 
Parthenon. High art always pays, but it 
rarely does so directly, and the desire for 
gain is never the basis of high art of any 
kind, 


——Here’s a horrid revelation! ‘ Better 
late than never,’’ says The Boston Journal, 
‘“‘should Bostonians realize the danger spot 
they have in the Common. For years, at 
night, the historic heart of the city has 
been a place to which the prudent and un- 
accompanied person gives a wide berth.

ANTI-IMPERIALISM AND DEMOC- 
RACY. 


To the Editor of ™he New York Times: 

I do not want to add to the troubles of 
the Democracy brought on it by the va- 
garies of the Populistic National Conven- 
tions which have twice presumed to speak 
in its name, but I wishe to point out 
one of the errors left in the minds of some 
-of its representative men by those unfortu- 
nate Populistic utterances. Moreover, “in 
the multitude of counselors there is safety,”’ 


provided we are willing to sit down and 
reason together in an amicable spirit. 

At the meeting of the Manhattan Club 
one of the speakers said that the Demo- 
cratic Party was, and always had been, in 
favor of acquiring landed possessions pro- 


vided—and he laid great stress on this— 
*“ such possessions were adjoining our pres- 
ent boundaries and were inhabited by per- 
sons who could be shortly converted into 
good and intelligent American citizens.’’ Mr. 
W. Bourke Cockran had at the meeting in 
Brooklyn gone even further and opposed 
‘imperialism ’’—that is, the extension of 
our boundaries in distant countries toto in 
celo. 

Now it seems to me that the Democratic 
Party has invariably and on all occasions 

| and at all opportunities been in favor of 
| acquiring land anywhere and everywhere, 
and as for the qualities the citizens of the 
land acquired it cared very little if the soil 
were good or the mines rich. Let us re- 
member how we got Alaska, and what sort 
of inhabitants it had, and, for the matter 
of that, still has, Are the Chillkoots the 
models of citizenship which the Demo- 
cratic Party is yearning to acquire? Does 
Alaska adjoin our own borders so closely as 
to come within this restrictive rule? And 
was California nearer when we wrung it 
from an unwilling people who so little liked 
| their new associations that they promptly, 
for the most part, emigrated to Mexico, 
than the Philippines are to-day? 

No, the Democratic Party is, was, and 
always will be for the spread of our bor- 
ders and our principles, honestly and peace- 
fully if we can, but for the spread and dis- 
semination of Americanism everywhere, 
even if the missionary work has to be done 
a little after the methods of the ancient In- 
quisition and for the good of the patient’s 
soul, even if at more or less discomfort to 
his body. I don’t believe that a party 
which takes a contrary view will be long 
popular with our progressive and aggres- 
sive fellow-citizens, and which of us is not 
nationally progressive and aggressive? 

The difficulty comes, I think, from the 
curious, contradictory, muddled-up decision 
of the Supreme Court on the subject of 
tariff and Constitution. Democrats are 
brought up to reverence the Supreme Court, 
but the best human institutions will go 
wrong some time, and the court has so long 
been under the influence of Republicans 
that even with thé most honest intentions 
and convictions it would be apt to err in 
deciding on Republican policies. We are 
not in our turn to manipulate the court as 
our opponents would do, but we must wait 
tll the Judges change their own views, 
which they will surely do in time, and un- 
der the influence of a wise public senti- 
ment, Let “the Constitution follow the 
flag,” let the tariff wall go down between 
any of our possessions, and we shall see the 
Republican Party making haste to “ scut- 
tle,’"’ and ‘scuttle ’’ more wildly than ever 
they asserted that the Democrats did. 

t may not be wise to admit the inhabi- 
tants to more than a gitmpse of the prom- 
ised land by holding them in the lease of 
Territoryhood, but a Filipino is even now 
about as worthy of a vote as our equally 
dusky brother of the Sandwich Islands.

THE LAW REGARDING TRANSFERS. 


To the Bditor of The New York Times: 

I read with interest the letters which are 
daily printed in your columns regarding 
the shortcomings of the managers of the 
Metropolitan Street Railway Company; but 
not one of your correspondents has noticed 
or complained of the high-handed action 
of the officials of the company in regard 
to its transfer system. Being a resident 
of Harlem, my indignation naturally as- 
serts itself when I am compelled to pay 
an extra fare at One Hundred and Six- 
teeenth Street and Madison Avenue. The 
companv issues no transfers between its 


Madison Avenue line and its One Hun- 
dred and Sixteenth Street line. Section 
101 of the railroad law of this State 
expressly prohibits a street railway com- 
pany from charging more than five cents 
for one continuous ride fromi any point 
on its road or any road, line or branch 
operated by it or under its control, to any 
point thereof or any connecting branch 
thereof within the limits of a city. 

The Metropolitan officials may claim thst 
the One Hundred and Sixteenth Street 
oranch is not a branch or extension, but 
they cannot deny that it is under their 
control, and operated by them. The set- 
tion further provides that not more tna 
one fare shall be charged for passage over 
the main line, and any branch or exten- 
sion thereof. If the One Hundred and Six- 
teenth Street line is not a branch of the 
main line on Madiscn Avenue, why have 
Switches been made so that the cars of 
one line can run on the other? Why did 
the transférs when originally issued include 
both lines? 

Under this section, it would seem that 
the giving of the green and red transfers 
is illegal. Likewise, under the succeeding 
sections, the failure to transfer from the 
main line on Third Avenue to the Bouile- 
vard cars ccmes within the express inhi- 
bition of the statute. Not only are the 
people not familiar with these statutes, but 
they are not apt to enter into a quarrel 
with the ccnductor and possibly be put off, 
and thus this company is enabled to do 
pretty much as it pleases. If the people 
will only stand up for their rights, if they 
will but refuse to pay the illegally de- 
manded extra fare, and if you will exert 
the influence of your paper in their be- 
half, this abuse must be remedied and 
we can thus compel the company to at 
least issue transfers at one of its most 
important points, One Hundred and Six- 
teenth Street and Madison Avenue. :

The consequence 
was that a crowd of several hundred pas- 
sengers was kept wedged among a miscel- 
laneous assortment of satchels, valises, and 
other impedimenta, the passengers in front 
being squeezed mercilessly ahead by those 
behind. At 4 o’clock it dawned upon some 
one of the assembled gatemen and porters 
to do what should have been done at first, 
and the gates were opened to their full 
width to allow the passengers orderly and 
prompt access to the platform, but only 
after the protests of the angry crowd of 
passengers had become loud and insistent.

General. Thus, instead of three heads ree 
porting to the Secretary, we have four 
reporting to him, through an intermediate 
officer. As all of the present heads have 
their assistants and their force of clerks, so 
will they still have them, and, moreover, 
the Major General will have his assistants 
and his force of clerks. 

Thus we see at the head an increase of 
one Major General, one Brigadier General, 
and a large number of clerks, also one 
more halting place for official communica- 
tions. .The number of Colonels, Lieutenant 
Colonels, Majors, and Captains, is e 


|; equal to the aggregate of the present de- 
| partments: therefore, there is no economy 
{ in this scheme, 


As all the reports, requests, 
and suggestions go to the same +eads as 
before, but through one more office, it 
is hard to see where efficiency comes in. 
Finally, of utmost importance to the 
persorinel. the rank of many deserving of- 
ficers is threatened. The Colonels, Lieuten- 


Quartermaster’s Department are older, and 
with greater length of -service, and, in 
many instances tiie juniors of those in the 
Subsistence and Pay Departments; conse- 
quently they must, in the consolidation, 
take lower rank. One Major and Quarter- 
master, for instance. who has served well 
and faithfully as enlisted man, cadet, and 
officer nearly forty years, was mentioned 
by name for efficiency in the late war, and 
has nearly reached his Lieutenant Col- 
onelcy, wili be set back seventeen num 

and will retire as a Major. It is safe to 
say that he is not enthusiastic over the 
new bill for consolidation. Unless we can 
have a decentralization, consolidation ‘will 
not work reform or efficiency. 

Give more latitude to the staff officers: 
give them a chance to display their energy 
and efficiency, then hold them to strict 
account for the administration of their 
offices, and I will guarantee that there will 
be little call for other changes in the staff 
departments. Moreover, as each officer 
will be the arbiter of his own fortune, he 
cannot afford to mark time. 

Let the officers of the army be made 
to feel that efficiency and not ‘‘ pull” is to 
be the criterion, and no further spur will 
be necessary.

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I read with interest your editorial, ‘‘ For 
a General Staff,” and was not wholly un- 
prepared for the views expressed, though 
I cannot agree with them. 

THE TIMES, as do other papers, lays most 
of the blame for any defects that were 
shown ait the outbreak of the Spanish war 
to the faulty organization of the staff 
corps, yet that same organization carried 
us through the greatest war of the cent- 
ury, from 1861 to 1865. 

Look at it in any light you please, 
fault was, primarily, due to Congress, 
Every estimate ever submitted was scrutin- 
ized, pruned, and cut down td the bare 
existence of the 25,000 men deemed by 
Congress as sufficient to protect the coun- 
try for all time. The heads of depart- 
ments were urged and required to guard 
the niggardly appropriations with the 
vigilance of a miser. 

Is it a wonder that continued years of 
economy should have made them parsi- 
monious? Was there any incentive to or 
room for preparations for some unforeseen 
war? All surplus supplies were sold or 
else manufacture was suspended until the 
surplus was reduced to the minimum, and 
what was the result? The war found our 
depots empty. The habit of economy was 
so ingrained that the heads could not ex- 
pand to meet the situation. and congestion, 


confusion, and lack of facilities were ap- 
parent everywhere, 

But with all this handicap the rapidity 
with which the necessities were met con- 
firms the wisdom of the organization. To 
quote from your editorial: ‘‘ And perhaps 
the greatest service the Secretary has 
rendered the army has been to show, by 
unmistakable examples, that promotion in 
the United States Army is not to depend 
on survival alone, and that an officer 
who discharges his duties in a merely per- 
functory way is not upon the same footing 
in the view of the department as one who 
is distinguished for efficiency and zeal.”’ 

This statement is apt to be taken as a 
slur on many efficient officers. Officers of 
the army are subject to orders; they can- 
not choose their own stations, nor assume 
specific duties. Moreover, the work of the 
supply departments is so centralized in 
Washington that even the chiefs of the 
military departments cannot authorize the 
expenditure of money, the construction of 
a boone, road, or wharf, or the change of 
a single condition without first referring 
the matter for approval of the War De- 
partment. Therefore, all that can be-ex- 
pean of an officer is that he does what 
e is called upon to do. When the op- 
ortunity presents itself, as in a way, if 

e shows himself competent to aris® to the 
occasion, and seize the opportunity to 
show superior merit, no one will begrudge 
him the credit or promotion meted out to 
him. But ts it right to force men of this 
stamp above those who for many years 
have done all that they have been cailed 
upon to do and have never been found 
wanting?

Animosity Against the Russian 
Occupation Increasing. 


Dr. Morrison Had to Get Permission 
from the Russian Admiral to Travel 


on the Chinese Railway. 


LonDON TimEs—NEW YORK TIMES 
Special Cablegram. 


LONDON, Feb. 25.—The Peking corre- 
Spondent of The Times (Dr. Morrison) 
Sends word that he has been visiting 
Niu-Chwang. He was detained en route 
two days, awaiting a passport from the 
Russian Admiral permitting him to trav- 
el on the Chinese railway. 

The correspondent says the old friendly 
feeling for Great Britain still survives in 
Manchuria, while the humanity and dis- 
cipline of the Japanese and their con- 
siderate treatment of a conquered foe 
have left a deep impression, in vivid con- 
trast to the memory of the awful massa- 
cre by the Russians. 

Though the trains are running daily 
on the Niu-Chwang Railway, adds Dr. 
Morrison, the bridges are only tem- 
porary, no permanent work is in prog- 
ress, and much machinery used by the 
British engineers is left to rust uncared 
for. Since the Russian occupation the 
value of the railway property north of 
the Great Wall has deteriorated, but the 
lines are well guarded and the country 
near the railway is peaceful. 

Dr. Morrison asserts that the reports 
of collisions between the United States, 
British, and Russian sailors at Niu- 
Chwang were grossly éxaggerated. He 
says the condition of the interior of Man- 
churia is unsatisfactory, the Chinese be- 
ing deprived by the Russians of power to 
maintain order. There has been an in- 
crease of brigandage, especially near the 
Korean border. The animosity of the 
Chinese against the Russian occupation 
is increasing. The Russians are uneasy, 
and, without evidence, suspect the Jap- 
anese of smuggling arms from Korea. 

The Japanese, the dispatch goes on to 
say, are very active. The correspondent 
frequently met Japanese while he was 
traveling on the trans-Manchurian Rail~- 
road. The Russians believe that these 
Japanese are engaged on military serv- 
ice, but they all carry mercantile certifi- 
cates. 

The Russians declare that they will pot 
restore the railway or the Civil Govern- 
ment of Manchuria to the Chinese until 
the international Government of Tien- 
Tsin ceases. 

Russia’s troops in Manchuria number 
63,000. Building operations at Harbin, 
the Russian headquarters, go on unceas- 
ingly. The Japanese assert that they can 
land 150,000 troops in Manchuria in a 
month. 


JAPAN TO WELCOME ITO.

LONDON, Feb. 25.—A dispatch from 
Tokio to The Times says great prepara- 
tions are being made to welcome Mar- 
quis Ito on his return to Japan, but a 
change of Ministry is not anticipated. 
The British-Japanese agreement has 
brought great prestige to. the Cabinet, 
which, .before the alliance was an- 
nounced, had already been publicly ap- 
plauded for its clever manipulation of the 
political parties. 


TURKS NOT ALLOWED TO MEET.

WORK RESUMED AT BARCELONA 


The City Now Tranquil—Workingmen 
Angry with the Agitators. 
BARCELONA, Feb. 24.—Work in a ma- 
jority of businesses was resumed to-day. 
The factories were working, and all the 
street cars were running. Tranquillity rules, 
but the precautions taken for the mainte- 

nance of order have not been relaxed. 

The Alcalde, in a statement made public 
to-day, states that the number of persons 
killed in the rloting since Feb. 17 was fifty- 
six. The number of wounded cannot be es- 
timated. 

The ironmasters have compromised with 
their employes on the basis of nine and a 
half hours’ work a day. 


There are fifty-seven undischarged ves- 
sels in the harbor. 


PARIS, Feb. 24.—The Temps publishes a 
dispatch from Madrid saying that the ma- 
jority of the newspapers of Barcelona re- 
appeared this morning, the compositors 
consenting to resume work on the same 
conditions as before the strike. The work- 
men in many factories also offered to re- 
sume work if they were protected, and 
started work when the authorities promised 
protection. Numbers of smaller employers 
promised to pay their employes the wages 
which they would have earned last week 
had they been at work if the men would 
resume their tasks. 

The position of most of the workmen is 
said to be critical, as the societies they be- 
longs to do not possess funds, and great 
privation has been caused, Besides this, 
immense injury has been done to the indus- 
tries and commerce of Barcelona. 

The majority of the men are exasperated 
against the agitators, especially against 
the native and foreign narchists, who 
promised that many other towns would 
join in the movement. 


LABOR TROUBLES IN ITALY. 


The Government Rigorously Censoring 
Telegrams—Public Not Allowed 
to Use Telephones. 


BERNE, Feb, 24.—In consequence of the 
labor troubles in Italy, the Italian Gov- 
ernment is rigorously censoring telegrams.

MISS STONE RESTING. 

She Is Not Yet Able to Ride to Salonika 
—It Is Hoped that She Will Soon 
Start for America. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, Feb. 24.—It was an- 
nounced to-day that A. A. Gargiulo, (First 
Dragoman of the United States Legation 
at Constantinople,) and Dr. House, one of 
the missionaries, who have been at Seres, 
Macedonia, awaiting the release of Miss 
Ellen M. Stone and Mme, Tsilka, had gone 
to Salonika to meet Miss Stone and her 
companion. Later in the day, however, a 
dispatch was received announcing that 
Miss Stone and Mme. Tsilka were still at 
Strumitsa, five hours’ ride on horseback 
from the nearest station of the Salonika- 
Uskub Railroad. Miss Stone is suffering 


from the strain of the past five months, and 


is unable to take the horseback trip. M. 
Gargiulo and Mr. House therefore rode 
from Salonika to Strumitsa this afternoon. 

Miss Stone and Mme. Tsilka will probably 
be compelled to rest at Strumitsa for a 
few days, and then it is hoped that they 
will be brought from Salonika to Constan- 
tinople by sea. The arrangements, how- 
ever, are as yet indefinite. 

United States Minister Leishman is the 
recipient of congratulations on the success

Miss Stone’s brothers, Perley A. Stone 
of Haverhill and Charles A. Stone of Chel- 
sea, received the news of her release with 
some excitement, but her mother, who is 
ninety years of age, showed remarkable 
self-possession on hearing of her daugh- 
ter’'s safety.

DIAMOND SMUGGLERS HERE 


Leinkram, Who Brought Gems 
Worth $40,000, Arraigned. 


MYSTERY OF HIS BACKERS 


Brothers Whose Names He Gave Do 


Not Know Him—Agent Theobold 
Speaks of a “ Maiden 
Lane Gang.” 


The man who gave the name of Michael 
Leinkram when he was arrested at the 
West Thirty-fourth Street pier on Sunday, 
after he had disembarked from the Kron- 
prinz Wilhelm, the ocean liner upon which 
Prince Henry arrived, was arraigned be- 
fore United States Commissioner Shields 
yesterday morning. He was there formally 
accused of having attempted to smuggle 
into this coyntry the $40,900 worth of unset 
diamonds which were fognd in a red flan- 
nel bandage which was about his body. 

The accused man was represented at the 
hearing by Lawyer Leonard A. Smitkin, 
who asked for an adjournment of his 
client's case until March 4. This was grant- 
ed, bail being fixed at $5,000. 

There are features of the case which 
were not fully explained yesterday. In the 
first place, it is asserted quite positively 
that the prisoner's name is not Michael 
Leinkram. A young man of that name, as 
stated yesterday, lives at 32 West One 
Hundred and Sixteenth Street, the address 
given by the traveler at the time of his ar- 
rest. He denies that he knows the prisoner. 
Further, Henry Leinkram, whom the pris- 
oner spoke of as his uncle, and who lives 
at 170 West Ninety-sixth Street, also de- 
nies all knowledge of him. Both Henry 
and Michael Leinkram are business men of 


repute who say they do not understand 
how the accused man came into the posses- 
sion of their names and addresses. That 
his name may be Leinkram they are not 
prepares to deny. They are brothers. 

‘he mystery surrounding those back of 
the prisoner was not cleared up. Upon 
this subject Special Treasury Agent Theo- 
bald had this to say in the Commissioner's 
office: 

“TI think that this will keep that Maiden 
Lane gang quiet for a while." 

Asked to explain this statement further, 
Mr. Theobald said that the customs offi- 
cers had suspected for some time that some 
diamond dealers of the city were planning 
smuggling operations on a large scale, 

Pressed further to amplify this state- 
ment later in the day, M. Theobald re- 
plied: 

“T am investigating the case under the 
instructions of Collector Bidwell. All in- 
eee concerning it must come from 
nim.”’ 

Mr. Bidwell, Mr. Theobald said further, 
was in Washington at the present time. 

When Henry Leinkram was found in a 
boarding house near his home where he 
had gone for dinner, he refused to say 
anything concerning the case until he had 
consulted his counsel, Joel M. Marks, who 
was with him. Mr. Marks said at once 
that he would probably be called upon to 
defend the accused man. to-day, super- 
ceding Lawyer Snilkin. He said that he 
knew the right name of the prisoner, but 
that he could not disclose it at the present 
time. 

**You say you will probably defend the 
man, and yet you won't tell the name you 
have in mind?” 

‘“*No; you can publish what you like.” 

In reply to further questioning Mr. Marks 
intimated that the case of the prisoner had 
been called to his attention by a friend. He 
continued: 

“You know no man 
friend.’’ 

Further, Lawyer Marks said that he Had 
an extensive experience in defending smug- 
gling cases, and cited several of «hem. e@ 
explained how the smugglers of diamonds 
were generally detected. By ‘“tips’’ from 
Amsterdam, he said. 

“When they get on board, somebody oft- 
en works himself into the good graces of 
the smugglers, and suggests, ‘I keep mine 
this way.’ In that way the confidant can 
easily point out the smuggler at the end of 
the voyage.”’ 

At the home of Michael Leinksam, at 32 
West One Hundred and Sixteenth Street, 
the entire family was inclined to treat the 
matter humorously. 

** We're sorry we've got the name with- 
out the game,”’ several of Leinksam’s sis- 
ters and relatives said simultaneously. 
‘**See there! We've put a bank on the 
mantelpiece to receive the diamonds. Will 
we get them?” 

Michael Leinksam himself attended a 
meeting of Justinian Lodge, Knights of 
Pythias, at Terrace Garden, last evening.

THE VENEZUELAN REVOLT. 


Insurgents Gaining Ground Daily, 
Spite of Bulletins Announcing 
Government Victories. 


WILLEMSTAD, Curacoa, Feb. 24.—In 
spite of the bulletins of victories over the 
insurgents published by the Venezuelan 
Government, advices received here from 
Caracas indicate that the revolution is 
gaining ground daily. New Uprisings are 
reported in almost all parts of the country, 


notably in the Tachira district, on the Co- 
lombian frontier and in the vicinity of 
Barcelona. 

It is also asserted that Gen. Matos’s revo- 
lutionary steamer Libertador, having land- 
ed arms, ammunition, and reinforcements 
at Pedernales, on the Gulf of Paria, the in- 
surgents assembled at Maturin assumed 
the offensive and defeated the Government 
troops at El Pilar, a village situated fifty 
kilometers from Carupano, (State of Ber- 
mudez.) Carupano is said to be threatened 
by the insurgents. 

The report that the insurgent Gen. Riera 
~~ Ly defeated by Government troops at 
Satica has not been confirmed. 

The Venezuelan Government continues to 
cause numerous arrests here and there of 
persons believed to be hostile, with the re- 
sult that the population generally is becom- 
ing exasperated.

TWO CREWS MAY BE LOST. 


Eight Men Supposed to Have Perished 
in Gale—Barge Mary W. Whitridge 
Lost Off Asbury Park. 
Reports have»just been received of the 
loss of two barges in the gales of last 
week. Four lives are supposed to have 
been lost on the Mary W. Whitridge off 
Asbury Park during Saturday’s storm, and 
an equal number it is thought were lost on 
Friday when the coal barge Lichtenfels 

Brothers went down off Southwest Spit. 
The Mary W. Whitridge, which was in 


tow of the tug N. & W. No. 2, had sailed 
from Norfolk two days previous with two 
barges in tow, one being the Whitridge 
and the other the N. & W. No. 5, which 
was not lost. 

Capt. Moon of the tug that did the tow- 
ing, yesterday told the story of the tragedy. 
The narges, he said, were being towed in 
tandem, barge No. 5 being the one next to 
the tug, It was about 8:45 Saturday morn- 
ing, when a fierce northeaster was prevyail- 
ing, that suddenly, and without a mo- 
ment’s warning, the Whitridge foundered. 
The barge sank instantly, and the pulling 
of her hawser on the other barge was about 
to pull her under the water, when the men 
on that craft managed to cut the hawser 
just as the other craft sank beneath the 
water. 

Capt. Moon immediately at the best speed 
he could maintain with No. 5 in tow pro- 
ceeded to the scene of the wreck, and, al- 
thovgh he sent a man to the top of the 
mast of his own boat, not a sign of any of 
the crew of the sunken barge was seen. 
After cruising about over an hour trying 
to find a sign of the unfortunates, Capt. 
Moon at last realizing that further loss of 
time was unnecessary, proceeded on his 
voyage, arriving in the upper bay yester- 


day. 

The El Rio, from New Orleans, arriving 
yesterday, reported that she had passed off 
Sea Girt a sunken craft with two masts 
above the water. As the Whitridge was a 
two-masted craft, the wreck was probably 
hers. The Whitridge was in her day the 
most famous of the Baltimore clippers. 
She was built in 1855, and in the late fif- 
ties once made the trip from Baltimore to 
Liverpool in thirteen days. 

The ocean tug Richmond, Capt+ Callahan, 
left Newport News on Wednesday, towing 
two coal-laden barges, bound for Provi- 
dence. They were in tandem fashion, the 
George R. Skofield following the tug and 
the Lichtenfels Brothers bringing up the 
rear. They were outside the Hook and 
approaching the Southwest Spit, when the 
combination of northeast gale and a strong 
tide forced the Lichtenfels Brothers toward 
the west bank of the channel, where it 
went aground. Capt. Callahan hove to 
within hailing distance and ordered Walter 
Grindle, who had charge of that barge, to 
anchor, and inquired if everything aboard 
was all right. Receiving an affirmative 
reply, Capt. Callahan threw off the hawser, 
saying he would return in the morning for 
the grounded boat. 

At dawn the Captain returned to the 
Spit, but the barge was not to be seen. 
Finally the tops of her masts were noticed 
above the surface of the water. No other 
vestige of the boat or its passengers re- 
mained. The tug returned without a tow, 
and it is fearéd all on board the barge 
went down with the craft.

BAYONNE, N. J., Feb. 24.—Robert Gray, 
the lNghthouse keeper at Bergen Point, is 
still missing. He left his post for shore in 
a rowboat nine days ago. He was seeking 


supplies. Gray’s aunt and her three boys 
waited several days for his return. They 
were absolutely without food for two days. 
They hoisted a flag, upside down, in token 
of their distress. They managed to keep 
the light burning through the night, but 
passing boats in the day time did not no- 
tice the flag denoting their danger. 

Frederick Lumbreyer of Bayonne, for- 
merly a policeman, and who now conducts 
a Summer resort at the end of Bayonne, 
saw the flag and knew what it meant. 
Thursday morning he started to the res- 
cue. It took him many hours to break 
through the ice, but he managed to reach 
the starving people in the lighthouse.

He Was Born in 1829. 
LONDON, Feb. 24.—The death of Samuel 
Rawson Gardiner, the historian, is an- 

nounced. 


Mr. Gardiner’sf histories of the English 
Civil War are regarded as among the best 
works on that subject. He made a specfal 
study of the history of the two first Stu- 


arts and the Commonwealth, and almost 
all his work has for its subject the period 
between the accession of James I. and the 
beginning of the reign of Charles II. 

muel Rawson ardiner was born on 
March 4, 1829, at Ropley, Hants, and was 
educated at Winchester and Christ Church 
College, Oxford. He gained high honors 
at the university, and afterward was ap- 
ointed Professor of Modern History at 
<ing’s College, London. Among his more 
important works are *‘ History of England 
from 1608 to 1642,”" ‘‘ History of the Great 
Civil War,” ‘‘Cromwell’s Place in His- 
tory,”” and ‘*‘What the Gunpowder Plot 
Was.” At the time of his death he was 
engaged on “ The History of the Common- 
wealth and the Protectorate.” 


BISHOP LATANE DEAD. 


Career of the Head of the Reform 
Synod of New York and Philadelphia. 
Special to The New York Times. 
BALTIMORE, Md., Feb. 24.—The Right 
Rev. James A. Latane, D. D., Bishop of 
the Synod of New York and Philadelphia 
of the Reformed Episcopal Church and 


Missionary Bishop of the South in the same 
Church, who died here Friday of pneumo- 
nia, was ‘a member of one of the oldest 
families in Virginia, where he was born in 
Essex County in 1831. He was educated 
at the University of Virginia. Later he 
was graduated from the Episcopal Theolog- 
ical Seminary at Alexandria, along with 
Henry C. Potter, now Bishop of the Diocese 
of New York. 

Bishop Latane was ordained by Bishop 
Whittle of Virginia, and organized the 
Trinity Protestant Episcopal Church at 
Staunton, where he was rector for fourteen 
years. He joined the Reformed Episcopal 
Church soon after its organization by 
Bishop Cummings in 1873. n 1880 Bishop 
Latane took charge of the Church of the 


‘Rock of Ages here, and in 1891 became rec- 


tor of the Church of the Redeemer, Balti- 
more, where he remained until lkst Fall, 
when he was elected Bishop of the Synod of 
New York and Philadelphia, to succeed the 
late Bishop Nicholson. The Bishop leaves 
a widow and nine children. 


GEN. GUTHRIE DEAD. 


Was for Many Years Adjutant General 
of Pennsylvania. : 
PITTSBURG, Feb. 24.—Gen, Presley N. 
Guthrie, ex-Adjutant General of Pennsyl- 
vania, and one of the best-known military 
men in the State, died at his home in this 
city last night, after a lingering illness. 


Gen. Guthrie was fifty-seven years old, 
and came from an old Pittsburg family. 


He occupied a responsible position for many 
years in one of the leading: banks of Pitts- 
burg. When a lad he fell in with young 
Elisworth in Chicago and became a mem- 
ber ot his famous Zouaves. 

In June, 1861, he .was made a Second 
Lieutenant in the Nineteenth Illinois In- 
fantry, and served with the regiment 
through the war. He was captured by the 
enemy, and while in a rebel prison made 
the acquaintance of and became strongly 
attached to Col. Henry M. Hoyt, a friend- 
ship that was so strong and lasting that 
Guthrie, though an uncompromising Dem- 
ocrat, voted for Hoyt when he was the Re- 
publican candidate for Governor of Penn- 
sylvania in 1878. Gen. Guthrie had been a 
member of the National Guard since 1870.

M. LE ROUX ON ZOLA. 


He Says the Novelist Is a Great Péet— 
Zola’s Part in the Dreyfus Case. 
Special to The New York Times. 


BOSTON, Feb. 24.—Hugues le Roux dis- 
cussed Zola in his lecture before the Cercle 
Francais this afternoon. 

It was certain, the lecturer said, that 
Zola had ignored the principle of Pascal, 
and it was only the side of instinct that 
he had considered in man, Supposing that 
he should have looked for models, could it 
be said in justice that he selected those he 
had before him and that the share of in- 
stinct was greater among Frenchmen than 
it was among any other people? The lect- 
urer added: 

‘To argue that Zola has betrayed truth, 
has made up his mind to render human 
nature ugly, is to ignore what an artist is. 
One cannot ask of an artist that he paint 
nature as it is. No one Knows what it 
really is, but he is asked to paint it just 
as he sees it. When the gift of observa- 
tion of an artist exceeds his imaginative 
faculties it is said that he is a prose writ- 
er. When his faculties of imagination com- 
pletely transform reality, one says he is a 
poet. Zola is a great poet. 

‘*He started on his literary campaign 
after the Franco-Gefman war, when the 
fields of France were covered with cead 
bodies, the villages burned down. He nad 
just seen the spectacle of the triumph of 
strength. Germany’s policy invoked solely 
the necessity and superior ability of its his- 
torical evolutioh; it was making its unity 
at the cost of its neighbors. The artist 
inferred from .this that an unavoiduble 
fatality was weighing on peoples and on 
individuals. It is heredity set up as a 
scientific dogma which constitutes all his 
philosophy.” 

Touching on the Dreyfus case, M. Le 
Roux said that on a recent occasion Zola 
gave proof that, sincere as he is, he be- 
lieved in liberty more than he had said. 
** How,’’ said the lecturer, ‘“‘ can one utter 
a cry in favor of what, rightly or wrongly, 
one thinks to be justice if one does not 
believe in human liberty? There are people 
who have reproached M. Zola for his ap- 
parent contradiction, his literary  prin- 
ciples, and even if one is not entirely in 
accord with him in regard to the form he 


gave to this protestation one cannot help ; 


thinking that it honored him. 

*Itis not his fault if the time when he 
is living gave him occasion to think that 
the pitiless Darwinian law that governs 
the species applies also to the history of 
men. It is not the fault of France if the 
modern world has inaugurated a _ policy 
which is destined to crush the weak to the 
profit of the strong, any more than it can 
be said that it is the fault of America, 
which has constantly fought to conquer 
her own liberty and to free those she con- 
sidered to be oppressed.”’ 


VALUABLE PAINTINGS IN PERIL. 


Fire in a Fifth Avenue Storehouse Gets 


Near a $500,000 Art Collection. 

Paintings valued at $500,900, which, how- 
ever, were fully insured, were threatened 
by a fire which started in the cellar of the 
building 389 Fifth Avenue and Thirty-sixth 
Street, in which are the Durland-Ruel Art 
Galleries. Prompt work saved them from 
the slightest damage. There is a district 
messenger office beneath the art gallery, 


and John White, Captain of the boys, saw 
smoke percolating through the floor at 5 
o'clock and immediately called the firemen, 
Among the pictures endangered was a por- 
trait of Cornaro by Titian, which was 
bought for $42,000 at the Milliken sale ten 
days ago; “ Behind the Scenes,’”’ by Degas, 
valued at $6,100, and Manet’s “ The Smok- 
er,” valued at $3,100.

OPPOSED POPE PIUS IX. 


Man Who Aided in Attempt to Establish 
Republic in Rome in 1848 Des- 
titute in Denver. 

Special to The New York Times. 
DENVER, Col., Feb. 24.—A strange story 
was brought to light this morning when 
application for aid was made to the County 
Commissioners on behalf of an aged and 
destitute Italian who is said to be Guido. 
Cellini, the famous patriot who was bane 
ished from Italy by Victor Emmanuel bee 
cause of his participation in the Italiayn 

revolution. 

Clyde Cassidente, political leader of the 
Denver Italian colony, vouches for the 
truth of the statement. Cellini has lost 
his memory, and was arrested a few days 
ago while wandering about the city. Cas- 
sidente says that Cellini was appointed a 
tutor when a young man in the [ niversity 
of Turin, and was expelled by Pope Pius 
IX. for cherishing republican beliefs and 
daring to give them voice. 

When the crisis of 1848 came and the 
Pope was driven from Rome, it is claimed 
by the friends of the Denver Italian that 
Cellini was among those who attempted to 
establish a republic in Rome. When the 
Pope again came into power Cellini was 
arrested, and was sentenced to death. He 
escaped, however, with the aid of friends, 
and went to Sardinia. 

Later Victor Emmanuel, Prince of Sar- 
dinia, was chosen King of Italy, and Cel- 
lini was banished. He came to the United 
States, and supported himself by teaching 
languages in various Eastern States. He 
has lived in Denver about two years, sup- 
ported by the Italian colony, as his mind 
has failed almost completely.

The deck- 
house is of good height and is 63 feet in length. 
That she is designed for cruising in open waters 
is attested by the fact that she has bilge keels 
to minimize the roll of.the craft in a seaway. 
There is a good height of freeboard on the 
Roamer, with open spaces in the extreme ends 
above the main deck. She is painted white. 
Engine and boiler are on board, but there is still 
a deal of finishing to be done.

A NEW PATRICK WITNESS 
The Prosecution Expects to Cor- 
roborate Jones’s Evidence. 





This Witness May Be One of Those Ar- 
rested with Patrick—How Short 
and Meyers Figured in the Case. 


The prosecution in the case of Albert T. 


Patrick, accused of the murder of the 
millionaire, William Marsh Rice, expect 
within the next few days to put on the 
witness stand a person not heretofore 


mentioned in the course of the trial. The 
testimony of this witness, the prosecution 
believes, will tend greatly to corroborate 
Valet Jones's story.

hearing, were indicted for forgery 
and perjury, held in $20,000 bail, and sub- 


sequently released by the late Supreme 
Cecurt Justice McAdam. Mr. Milliken, the 
millionaire friend of Patrick, deposited 


$15,000 cash bail for them. 
The two persons under indictment besides 


Patrick in the case at present are David 
L. Short and Morris Meyers. Short, ac- 
cording to the testimony of Jones and 
Potts, was appointed a Commissioner of 
Deeds for the State of Texas at the in- 
stance of Patrick. Meyers was a notary 
and lawyer employed in Patrick's office. 
Both were witnesses to the will of Mr. 
Rice purporting to have been executed 


June 30, 1900. Assistant District Attorney 
Osborne declares that this will is a for- 
gery. It makes Patrick the residuary leg- 
atee of all Rice's property. 

Jones has testified that Patrick told him 
that Meyers wrote the body of this will 
on the typewriter. He also swore that 
Patrick wished him to be a witness to the 
will, but that he would not, whereupon 
Patrick said he would get Short and Mey- 
ers to witness it. He added, according to 
Jones, that he did not much like to have 
Meyers witness it as he was quite young 
and might not bear up well under cross- 
examination. 

It was said in the District Attorney's of- 
fice that the new witness who will testify 
for the prosecution was on the point of 
telling all he knew about the case when 
confined in the Tombs, but that his re- 
lease on bail prevented him. 

Assistant District Attorney Osborne de- 
clined to say yesterday whether it was 
Meyers or Short who would take the stand 
for the State. He said he had several wit- 
nesses whose testimony in all probability 
would prove surprising to the lawyers for 
the defense and to the defendant. 

The prosecutor pointed out that accord- 
ing to the testimony of Patrick's friend 
Potts, Patrick had told him that Rice had 
sent him by Jones on the Saturday before 
he died, checks for $250,000 for the alleged 
purpose of settling the litigation of his 
wife’s heirs against his estate. Potts also 
said that Patrick showed him some days 
before Rice's death what purported to be 
directions to Patrick to settle this litiga- 
tion for the sum named, after his death. 
Yet, said the prosecutor, he sent, accord- 
ing to the testimony, these checks to Pat- 
rick the day before he died. 

Letters whose dates were changed, 
cording to Jones, from Sept. 19 to 
25, to give the impression that Rice was 
mentally competent on the day of his 
death, Mr. Osborne said, spoke of rebuild- 
ing Rice’s oil mills for $250,000, whereas 
all his ready money would have been ex- 
hausted by these $250,000 checks if they 
were genuine.

There was no session of the trial yester- 
day, owing to the death of John G. Eg- 
bers of 7 Sheridan Square, who was the 
father-in-law of Frederick B. House of 
counsel for the defense. Jones will con- 
tinue his testimony to-day. 

Mr. Osborne has in his possession a num- 
ber of interesting photographs, made by a 
new transmitted light process, of the gen- 
uine and disputed signatures of Mr. Rice. 
The photographs bring out clearly the 
tremors, waverings, and broken lines in 
these signatures, which the prosecution 
claims were forged. 


$30,000 FOR LOSS OF LEGS. 


Verdict for Boy Who Was Maimed by 


Metropolitan Trolley Car. 
A jury before justice Steckler, in the 
Supreme Court yesterday returned a ver- 


dict for $30,000 damages against the Met- 
ropolitan Street Railway Company in a suit 
brought by Jacob Racich, of 159 West 
Sixty-second Street, for his eight-year-old 
stepson, Vincent Muessman, who lost both 


legs as the result of being run down by a 
Tenth Avenue car of the defendant com- 
pany on Sept. 11 of last year. 

The case has been on trial in the Supreme 
Court for several days. The little legless 
boy was put upon the stand, and his mother 
earried him to the witness chair. The boy 
is unusually attractive, not only for his 
bright open countenance but for the direct 
straightforward manner in which he tes- 
tified, speaking directly to the jury, and 
including every man in the box in his 
giance. He said that he was returning 
home from school shortly after 3 o'clock in 
the afternoon on Sept. 11 last, and started 
to cross the tracks at Tenth Avenue, seeing 
a nearby car at a switch standing motion- 
less. He had not gone more than half way 
across the tracks, he said, before he was 
run down and his legs horribly mangled. 
As a result of his injuries he had to have 
both legs amputated. 
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THE PABST PORTICO. 
Mr. Cantor Will Not Remove It Till the 
Late Justice McAdam’s Decision 


Is Affirmed. 
The status of the portico of the Pabst 


Hotel, which in Forty-second Street be- 
tween Broadway and Seventh Avenue 
squats on public property worth $40,000, 
was settled Nov. 18 last by the late Su- 
preme Court Justice David McAdam, in 
the suit to compel the taking down of the 
obstruction, brought by the city against 


Charles Thorley and James B. Regan. Jus- 
tice MgAdam in his decision said that the 
portico was erected without lawful au- 
thorization, an unlawful incumbrance 
on the highway, and that the city was 
entitled to a decree requiring the de- 
fendants forthwith to remove the _ ob- 
struction at their own expense. 

The portico still encumbers the slacwalk 
and the second story of it continues to 
do service as a restaurant. Counsel for 
Messrs. Thorle; and Regan have delayed 
further legal action. They served notice 
of appeal from Jus..ce McAdam’s de- 
cree, but deferred action thereon. The 
appeal will, however, come up for settle- 
ment before Justice Henry Bischoff, Jr. 
in Part I, special term of the Supreme 
Court, to-day. The Appellate Division 
will hear argument on the appeal next 
April. 

The appeal does riot operate as a stay 
to the decree and George L. Rives, Cor- 
poration Counsel, so advised Borough 
President Cantor who could, had he so 
wished, have taken the portico down, 
through the Department of Public Works 
and the Bureau of Incumbrances, long 
ago. Mr. Cantor, however, had a list of 
other street cbstructions compiled. 

“Why.” Mr. Cantor was asked yester- 
day, “did you write to Corporation Coun- 
sel Rives asking if you had authority to 
take the Pabst portico down?” 

“Because,”’ he replied, “‘I did not know if 
I had such authority.” 

“Having received Mr. Rives’s opinion 
that you had authority to take it down, 
why did you not proceed to do so?” 

‘In the first place, I was asked to delay

by counsel for the defendants. Then [ 
made up my mind not to take it down 
until I was reasonably certain that the 


decision on appeal would not be in favor 
of the defendants. if the appeal was de- 
cided against the city I wou.w, had I re- 
moved the portico, be liable for its value.’ 








LEGAL NOTES. 








Unsust CoNnvicTion.—The conviction of 
Francesco Degchessere in the Court of 
General Sessions, before Recorder Goff, of 
a felony, punishable by many years im- 
prisonment, on the uncorroborated testi- 
mony of a seventeen-year-old imbecile, is 
characterized by Justice Morgan J. O’Brien 
of the Appellate Division as shocking to 
one’s sense of justice. Louis Asterita, the 
complaining witness against the prisoner, 
was a person of weak intellect, called 
“crazy’’ by his father. He testified sub- 
stantially he did in the police court, 
and the story he told there he said he was 
instructed to say by his father. When 
questioned further, however, he said he 
had made mistakes and that the story he 
was telling was not true, The unreliability 
of his testimony was emphasized when, 
his attention being called to the contradic- 
tions in his evidence, he again repeated 
that the statement that the prisoner was 
the guilty party was not true. He also re- 
assertel that his father told him to tell 
the story which he had told. ** We do not 
overlook,”” says Justice O'Brien, ‘“* certain 
of the other testimony in the case bearing 
upon the possibility or probability that the 
defendant was the guilty person, but, upon 
the question of the identity of the criminal, 
we have only the words of this half-witted 
youth, who, in one breath says that it was 
the defendant, and, in the next, withdraws 
this statement and says that he had told 
an untruth when he said that it was the 
defendant, thus preventing any reliance 
being placed upon his testimony.”

QUESTION OF SUICIDE FOR THE JuRY.—A 
man named Harms registered one evening 
at a hotel on Coney Island. He drank at 
the bar, and after retiring ordered a glass 
of beer brought to his room. Harms was 
found dead in the room the next morning, 
the door being locked from the inside. 
Three letters written by him were found 
in the room, but their contents were not 
made known. One was for his wife, one 
was addressed to the Chief of Police, and 
the other directed to the Superintendent of 
the Nassau Railroad Company, in whose 
employ Harms was. A box of white pow- 
der was found on the bureau, and a glass 


containing a sediment. Harms was in- 
sured in the Metropolitan Life Insurance 
Company, and the defense to an action on 
the policy was that the insured died by 
his own hand, a clause in the policy stipu- 
lating that the company would not be 
liable in cases of suicide, The substance 
in the glass was tasted by a doctor, and 
he thought it was bi-chloride of mercury, 
but he had made no test .sufficient {fo 
enable him to express an opinion about it. 
lt was shown that a person who dies from 
taking corrosive sublimate dies in ex- 
cruciating agony, and usually in a state 
of ecnvulsion, with the limbs all drawn 
up and distorted. Harms, however, was 
found lying on the bed in a composed and 
natural attitude. A judgment on a ver- 
dict in favor of the plaintiff has been 
affirmed by the Second Appellate Division. 
“The evidence,’’ says Presiding Justice 
Goodrich, for the court, ‘‘ was such as to 
raise a fair question of fact whether 
Harms came to his death by his volun- 
tary act, either by the use of corrosive 
sublimate, and no other poison is sug- 
gested, or otherwise. A person reading 
the evidence might well have a doubt 
whether Harms ‘ intentionally took his life’ 
or whether he came to his death by the use 
of corrosive sublimate, and, if he did, 
Whether he intended to use it for the 
purpose of suicide. No other suggestion 
of the agency of death is made by the 
oman. and the composed attitude of 
his body was not consistent with the use uf 
enrrosiva sublimate.”
